ISING SUUCESS. 
SHE COMMITTEE’S PREPARATIONS TO IN- 
SURE A FULL EXPRESSION OF THE POP- 
ULAR FEELING—MEETINGS TO BE HELD 


THIS WEEK—LEADERS SURE OF VIC- 
TORY. 


The strength of the Citizens’ movement 
is becoming more apparent every day. Con- 
firmation of this fact is shown at the head- 
quarters, at No. 1,179 Broadway, by the letters 
pouring in by the hundred offering sympathy, 
congratulations, and aid inevery way. The 
professional politicians show their appreciation 
of this strength. Representatives of the dis- 
trict organizations ef the two political parties 
have fiocked to the Citizens’ head-quarters 
during the past two days im_ great 
numbers to ask for the indorsement of 
their candidates for the offices for 
which the Citizens do not nominate, 
The Committee on Local Oryanization was in 
consultation, as was also the Executive Com- 
mittee, the better part of yesterday, and ar- 
rangements were made that insure a perfect 
organization of the ferces. Detectives are to 
be sent to every part.of the City between now 


and election day. Wherever they find evi- 
dences of contemplated fraud they will report, 
and measures will be taken te preventit. About 
1,400 watchers will be stationed at the polls 
and every ballot-box will be guarded. A great 
taany mnore persons than are needed have 
offered their services witheut pay as watchers. 
Every watcher will be known to be a respecta- 
ble person who will not betray his trust, 
Badges will be worn by the watchers to iden- 
tify them, and they will see toit that the In- 
spectors do their duty in every instance. 

The Executive Committee yesterday con- 
cluded to recommend to the Committee of 
fifty, which will meet at 4 o’clock this after- 
noon, that it would not be wise to indorse can- 
didates for the Assembly, but it would be ad- 
visable to recommend the claims of candidates 
for Aldermen fitted for the office. It was not, 
however, thought best to distribute the 
tickets of the candidates for Alder- 
men from the Citizens’ boxes. The 
reasons why it was deemed imprudent to in- 
dorse candidates for the Assembly were be- 
cause the Citizens’ cause was not a political 
movement in the interest of either party, and 
because the committee thought action was 
limited to the City and County, and therefore 
{t was inadvisable to interfere with State 
affairs. As long as Municipal reform was 
sought after it was believed that much good 
would come of an indorsement of men nomi- 
nated for Aldermen who were honest and 

ualified for the office. The Committee of 

ifty, if it adopts the recommendation, will, it 
is expected, appoint a committee to look into 
the record and qualifications of candidates, 

Under the law ballots for the judiciary 
must be headed by the candidates for the 
Judge of the Court of Appeals. The names of 
the candidates of the Citizens therefore must 
go on the tickets of the political parties. The 
Citizens’ committee will to-day prepare an an- 
nouncement explaining to voters how to act. 
There will be a box at every polling-place in 
the City, at which two or more men will be 
stationed. From these boxes no votes will be 
issued except one containing the City and 
County ticket of the Citizens and two judiciary 
ballots, one headed by the Republican candi- 
date for Judge of the Court of Appeals and 
the other headed by the Democratic candidate, 
but both containing the Citizens’ Superior 
Court candidates, so that the voter may 
take his choice. Positive instructions 
will be given to the men in charge 
of the boxes that they must issue only the 
tickets named, and citizens who wish to vote 
for State and other oflicers outside of these 
will procure their ballots at the Republican or 
Democratic boxes. A circular will be sent to 
avery voter containing instructions on this 
point, besides Citizens’ tickets and the address 
>t the committee to the voters of New-York. 

During the present week head-quarters will 
be opened in every Assembly district in the 
City, and workers put in the field. Upon the 
tompleteness of the general organization the 
tommittee puts muchhope. Besidesthe rooms 
in the Nineteenth Assembly District, head- 
= have been opened in the Eleventh, in 

roadway, near the Dime Savings Bank; in 
the Seventh, at Clinton and Winthrop-place, 
and inthe Twenty-first at No. $25 Sixth-ave- 
nue. Meetings will be beld to-night in Lexing- 
ton Hall, No. 148 East Fifty-ninth-street, and in 
East Side Hall, No. 206 East Fifty-sixth-street; 
to-merrow night in the Turf Club Theatre, and 
Wednesday evening in the Grand Opera- 
house, Chickering Hall, and Lyric Hall, 
Sixth-avenue, between Forty-first and-Forty- 
second streets. Well-known speakers will 
make addresses at all the meetings. The fol- 
lowing gentlemen, among others, have given 
their services as speakers when called upon: 
Gen. Francis C. Barlow, John W. Marshall, 
Francis M. Scott, Simon Sterne, Lyttleton G, 
Garrettson, Dr. D. B. St. John RKoosa, Carl 
Schurz, Henry E. Tremain, Charles P. 
Miller, E. Randolph Robinson, James 
C. Carter, Brayton Ives, and  Tim- 
othy Shea. The Twenty-first District 
extends from Lexington to Seventh avenue 
and from Fortieth to Eighty-sixth street.

P. Barnard, President of Columbia College;

Members of the committee were confident last 
svening that their call would not be unheeded. 
A literary bureau has been established, and 
cards or circulars will be issued in which co-

They 
were citizens, interested in a citizens’ cause, 
Mr. Charles P. Miller did not hesitate to say 
that in his opinion success was assured. With 
p perfect organization in every Assembly dis- 
trict, in charge of trusted, earnest men, every 
vote would be brought out. The watchers and 
pthers would be fully instructed, and every 
effort would be made to preventfraud. Secre- 
tury George W. Folsom, of the Executive Com- 
mittee, said the ticket would only be beaten by 
fraud. Mr. William A. Butler said he had 
heard only good and encouraging news from 
pny quarter. Mr. Simon Sterne was elated 
over the prospect, and looked for a complete 
victory. it was with a great deal of satisfac-

THE LIQUOR QUESTION IN OHIO. 
AN ISSUE THAT MUST BE MET AND FOUGHT 
WITHIN A YEAR. 

CLEVELAND, Ohio, Oct. 29.—Nothing 
was ever more clearly outlined in advance in 
Dhio politics than the fact that;the temperance 
question must be fought out soon, and that if 
the Republican Party dodges or attempts to 
trifle with the sentiment that is growing up on 
all sides, it will lose its hold on Ohio, and many 
n day will pass before it is regainec. The poli- 
ticians are insisting even yet that some ar- 


rangement can be made that will hush this 
temperance talk and bring the saloon men 
back into the Republican ranks, There never 
was more arrant nonsense uttered. Nothing 
short of a coniplete surrender to the saloon 
men and the brewers would act as the slight- 
pst bait to them, and even that would no doubt 
eet with scorn and derision rather than be 
Slowed by reconciliation. Sucha plan would 
treate Ohio yl ane — omy “ set 
rty that would poll 50, vo 
Fall's election. Heretofore the sense of loyalty 
that drew men to the aunnart of the u

can Party through a belief tnat it would rise 
above its follies and correct its mistakes has 
caused them to overlook the silence with which 
the temperance question was treated. But 
men in Ohio at least cannot be rallied with the 
mere cry of ‘ the Republican Party” as they 
once could, and unless the party shows sufli- 
cient ,courage to accept the one moral issue 
that is now coming up in the State it will be 
repudiated by thousands of men who believe 
that a party organization and platform mean 
something more than the mere frame-work on 
which certain candidates shall be carried into 
office. As yet little of this talk has found its way 
into the political newspapers, but a great deal 
of it will be heard within the next six months. 
The people are talking of it, and numerous 
strong bodies are at work in all parts of the 
State advancing the cause of prohibition as 
against license, asin that form the question 
will come — A prominent Democratic lead- 
er does not hesitate to say that the next State 
platform of his party will contain a plank fav- 
oring a strict and sensible license. He says 
that on that they will receive the support of 
the liquor element, that of the Germans, and 
that of all liberal men who believe in regulat- 
ing an evil that can never be suppressed. ‘In 
that case,” says he, ‘* the Republican conven- 
tion can do one of three things—come out 
squarely for prohibtion and save the temper- 
ance vote that would otherwise desert, pro- 
nounce for license, and fight with us in our 
field and with a temperance party in addition, 
or dodge and please noboay.” There is far 
too much truth in this outline to be pleasant 
to the Republicans, but if they come out for a 
square fight against the liquor interest as an 
evil they will at least command the respect of 
the best portion of the party and save a defec- 
tion (at must insure defeat,

ASSATLING SENATOR CAMERON. 

GEN. M’CARTNEY’S BOLD ATTACK—GOV. 
HOYT LIKELY TO BECOME AN INDE- 
PENDENT. 

WILKESBARRE, Penn., Oct. 29.—The 
public pulse of Pennsylvania has been ina 
feverish flutter the past few days owing toa 
rumor that Gov. Hoyt would astonish the 
bosses in the closing days of the campaign by 
coming out squarely for John Stewart and 
the Independent ticket. It is well known that 
there has been a marked coolness between the 
Governor and Senator Cameron for some time. 
This was intensified by the pardon of the 
Rioé bill bribers, which, it is allleged, was an 
act of party pressure, and which was the 
means of causing Gov. Hoyt to lose caste with 
a large and respectable portion of the people of 
this State who had previously held him in 
high esteem. It is now generally understood 
that Cameron dictated the pardon, claiming 
that he had made Hoyt Governor and that the 
latter should, therefore, do his bidding. That 


was the time for Hoyt to rebel, but he didn’t, 
and he has regretted it ever since. The fact 
that Cameron sided with Scranton in the 
Wilkesbarre Post Office fight against the Gov- 
ernor has added to the bitterness of the situa- 
tion, and whether Hoyt has or has not declared 
his intention of making war on the bosses, it is 
generally conceded that he has good cause for 
so doing. Although he continues silent, some 
of his most intimate friends and former fellow- 
workers in the interest of the machine have 
taken the stump for the Independents, the most 
noted of these, as well as the most brilliant and 
versatile, being Gen. W. H. McCartney, a 
lawyer of this city, who is making a terrific 
war on Cameron in the principal cities of the 
State. Itis generally understood that McCart- 
ney speaks Hoyt’s sentiments, being his bosom 
friend and boon companion, and that there is a 
thunderbolt of some sort getting ready to ex- 
plode between the Governor and Senator. 

In his speech at Pittsburg the other day, 
Gen. McCartney charged that Cameron 
had not hesitated to lend his aid to defeat Re- 
publican candidates whom, if elected, he knew 
he could not use; that he had defeated Wolfe 
and Wagonseller for the State Senate in the 
Sunbury district, and that, in 1878, he would 
have defeated Hoyt if the tide had not set in 
so strongly that he saw he could not stem it. 
He also charged that, in 1879, Cameron had 
willfully and deliberately plotted and bar- 
gained for the defeat of Passmore for 
Auditor-General and Hart for State Treas- 
urer, and that, besides electing the 
Democrats, Schell and Noyes, he made 
the defalcation of the latter good out of his 
own pocket. Gen. McCartney has hitherto 
been so near the throne, and is now on such 
strong terms of friendship with Gov. Hoyt, 
that his opportunity for obtaining correct in- 
tormation on these matters is excellent. It is 
well known that while Noyes, who died some 
time ago, was State Treasurer the funds of the 
State were used by the Harrisburg ring to 
speculate in oil, The venture proved a tail- 
ure, and for many months there was 
such a_ scarcity of funds that. school 
warrants went unpaid. Noyes did not 
speculate, but the other State officers did, and 
it is said that, although Menator Cameron had 
no hand in the game, he paid his share of the 
loss to prevent the great scandal that was 
threatened. Gen. McCartney’s bold utterances 
have caused intense excitement, especially at 
Harrisburg, and in the J'elegraph, of that 
city, he is assailed in the most ferocieus 
manner, and accused himself of being 
adefaulter to the United States Gov- 
ernment in 1869, while acting as 
Collector of United States internal revenue 
taxes in Massachusetts for the Boston district, 
This charge against Gen. McCartney, having 
been made at Senator Cameron’s home, and 
by a paper that is supposed to reflect his senti- 
ments, shows how keenly his Pittsburg attack 
on the Senator has been felt, and illustrates 
the generally demoralized condition of politics. 
Gen. McCartney is understood to express Gov. 
Hoyt’s estimate of the Camerons, and although 
the Governor has been personally reticent thus 
far, it 1s thought he cannct remain silent much 
longer. ‘‘ What will he say ?’’ is the question 
asked by Republicans, Democrats, and Inde- 
pendents, 
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MOVEMENTS OF THE CANDIDATES. 

The Republican City Committee will to- 
day open its head-quarters in the large store 
under the Victoria Hotel, at Fifth-avenue and 
Twenty-seventh-street. Col, Emmons Clark, 
the Citizens’ candidate for Sheriff, has also 
established his head-quarters in the Victoria 
Hotel, where he is assisted in his campaign by 
a large force of volunteer workers, many of 
whomare connected with the Seventh Hegi- 
ment, Franklin Edson, the Democratic candi- 
date for Mayor, to-day opens his head-quarters 
at the Park-Avenue Hotel, and Orlando B. 
Potter, the Democratic candidate for Congress 
from the Eleventh District, begins the work of 
his campaign to-day at the Rossmore Hotel. 

Howard Carroll, the Republican candidate 
for Congressman at Large, will address a 
meeting of the Germans to-morrow evening, 
in the German language, at the Germania As- 
sembly Rooms in the Bowery.

ARABI PASHA’S REVOLT AND THE 
SOUDAN TROUBLES. 
FURTHER EVIDENCE AGAINST THE EGYPTIAN 
CHIEFTAIN—DISCOVERY OF A STRONG 
FORT NEAR ROSETTA—THE FALSE 

PROPHET’S WAR. 


Cartro, Oct. 29.—The Prosecuting Com- 
mittee has finished examining the witnesses 
for the prosecution. Their examination be- 
fore the counsel for the defense will be- 
gin in a few days. Borelli Bey, 
the Public Prosecutor, has expressed 
the opinion that the evidence proves the com- 
plicity of Arabi Pasha in the pillage and burn- 
ing of Alexandria, Mr. Broadley has recov- 
ered the papers belonging to Abdelal Pasha. 
A Captain of cavalry declared before the Prose- 
cuting Committee that, after the bombardment 
of Alexandria, he overheard a cenversation 
between Arabi Pashi and his chief engineer 
and military adviser, Mahmoud Fehmy, in 
which they both agreed there was nothing 
left to do but to set the town on fire. 

The Egyptian Ministry are considering the 

state of affairsin the Soudan. Ismail Pasha 
Eyoub declines the command of the troops to 
be sent against the False Prophet. At last ac- 
counts the collection of revenue at Khartoum 
was proceeding regularly. 
_ ALEXANDRIA, Oct. 29.—An excursion party, 
including the Duke of Connaught, which 
visited Abeukir and Kosetta yesterday, 
discovered at a point a mile above 
Rosetta avery strong fort, the existence of 
which was previousiy unknown. The fort is 
armed with Krupp and Armstrong guns, and 
contains a magazine, all intact. A detachment 
of marines will be sent to dismount the guns 
and blow up the fort, 

A newspaper here states that one of the 
Bedouins implicated in the murder of Prof, 
Palmer, Capt. Gill, and Lieut. Charrington 
has been captured and has made a full con- 
fession. He had in his possession a cigar-case 
belonging to one of the victims.

CONSTANTINOPLE, Oct. 29.—Gen. Wal- 
lace, the American Minister, will depart on 
Nov. 2 for Syria and Italy onatwo months’ 
leave of absence. 

BERNE, Oct. 29.—The village of Grindel- 
wald, 35 miles sout-east of this city, has been 
almost entirely destroyed by a hurricane, 

MADRID, Oct. 29.—It is stated that immedi- 
ately after the Queen’s confinement, which is 
expected to take place soon, a decree will be 
isued convoking the Cortes. Marshal Ser- 
rano’s programme has received the signatures 
of 21 leading politicians, including, however, 
only two Republicans, namely, Sefiors Becer- 
ra and Montero Hios. The old Republicans 
held a meeting yesterday and offered to sup- 
port Serrano, but refused to accept a mon- 
archical programme. 

BELGRADE, Oct. 29.—The Servian Ministry 
have resigned, alleging as a reason that the 
King is dissatisfied at their failure to discover 
the recent plot to murder him. The King has 
refused to accept their resignation. 

Paris, Uct. 29.—At a meeting of the Topo- 
graphical Society to-day M. de Lesseps deliv- 
ered an address, in which he approved the 
scheme for creating an internal sea in Africa, 
and supported the peaceful conquest of the 
Congo district by M. de brazza. Amid the 
applause of the assembly he presented to M. 
de Brazza the gold medal of the society. 

Prince Murat and M. Jacques Abbattucci 
have fought a duel. Prince Murat was cut on 
the forearm. 

Lonpon, Oct. 29.—Mr. Davitt, in a speech at 
Aberdeen last evening, urged the Scotch farm 
ers to demand a reduction of rents. He said 
they should claim the right to have an inde- 
pendent tribunal to arbitrate between them 
and the landlords. He thought it possible to 
have conceded to Scotland a right which had 
been granted to Ireland. 

THE FLOODS 1N TRE TYROL, 

Vienna, Oct. 29.—A Cabinet council was 
held to-day to discuss measures of relief in 
view of the renewed floods in the Tyrol. The 
Governor of the Tyrol attended the council. 
It is believed that the damage will reach 15,- 
000,000 florins. A bridge on the Wildbad-Gas- 
tein road has been swept away. Thecemetery 
at Bruneck has been floeded, the graves have 
been laid open and the coffins caried away, The 
town of Lienz is completely inundated. The 
rivers Po, Adige, Tagliamento, and Brenta 
have overflowed their banks and inundated 
the country. The distress in the flooded dis- 
tricts of the Tyrol and Carinthia is beyond de- 
scription. The people are taking to flight, 
destitute of everything. The inhabitants of 
some of the smaller towns talk of emigrating 
to America. 

The losses by the recent floods in Tyrol must 


be greater than those of September, as the area 
is much greater,

NIHILISM IN FRANCE. 

Lyons, Oct. 29.—Troops occupy the rail- 
way and all strategic points in the city. 
The soldiers have been strictly forbid- 
den to hold communication with  civil- 
jians. The forts dominating Lyons are 


prepared at the word of command 
to lay any portion of the city in ashes. 
If further explosions occur the city will 
be placed under martial law. Threat- 
ening letters abound. The Archbishop and 
the Director of the Post Office have 
received such missives, and the persons of both 
are carefully gnarded. Late this evening the 
Police discovered and seized 40 kilogrammes of 
dynamite. 

Paris, Oct. 29.—M. Clemenceau addressed 
an assemblage of his constituents at the Cirque 
to-day. The meeting wasa stormy one. M. 
Fernando Clement, a member of the Commune, 
succeeded in preventing a vote of confidence 
from being passed. The meeting is regarded 
as the opening of the political campaign of the 
Anarchists against the bourgeoisie,

ZRILS OF THE OCEAN. 

Sawn Francisco, Oct. 29.—A dispatch from 
Victoria, British Columbia, says her Majesty's ship 
Kingfisher, which returned from the scene of (the 
wreck of the bark Melville at 5 o’clock this morn- 


ing, reports that every vestige of the vessel had 
disappeared when she reached there. The Indians 
who found the dead bodies say one lady was ele- 
gantly dressed and wore a wedding ring. Probably 
about 15 others were on board the bark when sho 
sailed from Shanghai. A photograph of the dead 
woman, another of an elderly lady, and another of 
a German military officer were found on the 
wreck. The ship’s clock had stopped at 1 o'clock. 
The first sign of the wreck was the coming ashore 
of the bodies and wreckage. 

A dispatch from Victoria says: ‘‘ Yesterday the 
mail steamer Enterprise, while on her way to 
Westminster with 40 passengers and a full freight, 
broke her walking-beam and blew out her cylin- 
der head. No one was hurt, though the engineer 
had a very narrow escape from instant death. The 
damage to the steamer is about $10,00u.

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PLUNDERING CHINESE LAUNDRIES 


ARRESTS OF RUFFIANS WHO HAVE ROBBED 
THE CELESTIAL WASHERMEN. 


Inspector Murray’s decisive action to stop 
plundering in Chinese laundries and arrest those 
who have been engaged in the robberies was suc- 
cessful, the offieers of his staff having arrested on 
Saturday three members ef the “Short Tail’’ 
Gang, two of whom were positively identified yes- 
terday at Police Head-quarters by Chinamen who 
were robbed and ill-treated by them. The prison-

WHO BOUGAT THE NICKEL PLATE ROAD? 

CLEVELAND, Oct. 29.—A gentleman who has 
a right to know some of the workings of the Nickel 
Plate deal said to your correspondent to-day that 
the financial backing for the purchase was found in 


a syndicate eomposed jointly of Colambas, Hock- 
ing Valley, and Voledo, with Bee Line capitalists. 
The gentlemen associated with Judge Stevenson 
Burke in this deal are the same as were associated 
with him in the move by which the Hocking 
Valley Road and coal lands were secured 
several months ago. They are Charles 
and Charles G. Hickox and W. J. MeKinley, of 
Cleveland; J. W. Ellis, of New-York, and C. 
K. Andrews, of Youngstown. It is the purpose to 
unite the management of the Nickel Plate with 
that of the Bee Line, placing Gen. Devereaux at the 
head, making Judge Burke Vice-Presitent and E, 
B. Thomas General Manager. Vanderbilt finds his 
interests served in having the road placed in the 
hands of his friends, thereby barring the preba 
bility of reckless competition and rate cutting. It 
is mot believed he has put one dollarinthe Nickel 
Plate. This story is told by one having the closest 
relations with Judge Burke and is given credit 
here. 

CuHIcaAGo, Oct. 29.—An interview was had 
here to-night with H. E. Pacher, Vice-President, 
and E. S. Byington, General Passenger Agent 
of the Lehigh Valley Railroad, in regard 
to the new proprietorsbip of the Nickel Plate Road. 
While they were somewhat cautious in their re- 
piles, they intimated very strongly that the next 
few days would develop tne fact of the 
road having been bought by, or directly in the in- 
terest of, the Lehigh Company, which will operate 
an independent through line between New-York 
and Chicago. Tbe road, they said, would to-morrow 
put on an independent passenger train between 
Chicago and New-York. They asserted with cos- 
siderable positiveness that Mr. Vanderbilt had 
not purchased the Nickel Plate; that it was 
built with the tacit understanding that it would be 
purchased by the Lehigh Company, ana that 
the Jatter would certainly have an indeperdent 
Line to Chicago in order to serve its great hard 
coal interests.

THE YELLOW FEVER SEASON. °* 

A THREAT TO DECLARE QUARANTINE 
AGAINST NEW-ORLEANS BY GOV. ROB- 
ERTS, @F TEXAS. 

New-Orieans, Oct. 29.—Dr. Joseph 
Jones, President of the Board of Health, re- 
ceived yesterday a communication from Dr. 
R. M. Swearingen, State Health Officer of 
Texas, in which he says: ‘‘The presence of 
yellow fever in Cuba, Pensacola, and along 
eur western border, has caused the Governor 
to extend quarantine until cold weather. I 
have been informed that your honorable 
board intend to suspend on the Ist of Novem- 
ber. It will be useless for Texas to maintain 


auarantine against infected places after your 
port is open to them, In consulting Gov. 
Roberts this morning he instructed me to 
give notice that he will declare quaran- 
tine against New-Orleans if you do raise 
quarantine at the time above mentioned.”? In 
reply Dr. Jones addressed a communication to 
Dr. Swearingen, in which he said: ‘* The 
following is respectfully submitted for the in- 
formation of his Excellency, Gov. Roberts, of 
Texas: First, the term ‘cold weather’ is 
relative and indefinite. During the history of 
New-Orleans from 1708 to 1832 no instance 
has been known of the origin, lodgment, or 
spread in the epidemic form of yellow fever 
after the Ist of November. The average tem- 
perature of the month of November in New- 
Orleans, as shown by _ the _ records of 
this century, is 62° Fahrenheit, while 
the thermometer often descends to the 
freezing point. If the city has, as 
during this and the two preceding years, been 
free from yellow fever, it cannot, from the im- 
mutable Jaws which govern the disease, be 
propagated in New- Orleans during the months 
of December, January, February, March, and 
April. Second, the information furnished the 
Health Officer of Texas and his Excellency, 
Gov. Roberts, is deficient in exactness and 
fullness. The Board of Health of the State of 
Louisiana has not and will not suspend quar- 
antine at the Mississippi quarantine sta- 
tion. The length of etention may 
be altered, but every vessel entering 
the mouth of the Mississippi is subject 
to thorough guarantine inspection, and if 
necessary to detention, disinfection, and fu- 
migation throughout the entire year. No ves- 
sel with a foul bill of health, or with an infec- 
tious or contagious disease aboard, whether 
smiall-pox, Asiatic cholera, typhus fever, or 
yellow fever, will be admitted from any 
healthy or infected port in Texas, florida, 
Mississippi. or Alabama, nor from any other 
State or country. The Board of Health of the 
State of Louisiana never suspends; it is al- 
ways alive; it possesses ample powers at all 
times and under all circumstances for the ex- 
clusion of foreign pestilence. In view of the 
preceding facts, quarantine against the healthy 
port of New-Orleans during the month of No- 
vember would be unwise and unjust and de- 
structive at once of those friendly and com- 
mercial relations which should ever exist be- 
tween the great States of Texas and Loui- 
siana.’’ 

NEW-ORLEANS, Oct. 29.—A special from 
Pensacola to the Picayune says: ‘* While it is 
evident the fever material has been exhausted, 
there have, undoubtedly, been more new cases 
developed than those reported by only two 
physicians, To-day is the first day that the 
physicians have had anything like a respite 
from the constant strain upon their energies 
since the commencementof the plague, 63 days 
ago. Though the report of new eases to-day 
is regarded as imperfect, it is satisfactory evi- 
dence that we are about through with the 
pestilence,” 

BROWNSVILLE, Texas, Oct. 29.—The cases of 
fever developed lately are pronounced by 
physicians malarial, and not yellow, fever. 
Some persons just arrived are, however, down 
with the latter disease, but are doing well. 
The sickness is no longer heeded, it having 
been considered over some time ego. Mail 
communications and politics are what engross 
public attention most. The weather is hot. 

PENSACOLA, Fla., Oct. 20.—Only nine new 
cases of yellow fever and one death from the 
disease were reported to-day. This sudden and 
remarkable decline in the number of new cases 
causes great surprise, inciting hope in some 
and skepticism in others. It is the more ex- 
traordinary as there has been no frost and 
the weather is unseasonably warm. Some 
persons believe that the material for 
the fever is exhausted, and others suggest that 
the physicians are tired of reporting and have 
abandoned it as a useless and unprofitable 
routine. In any case there is ground for hope, 
but it would be fatal presumption in absentees 
to think of returning until one, or more than 
one, frost shall have put an end to the infec- 
tion. The Board of Health met yesterday, 
and, in anticipation of a probable abatement 
of the fever, passed resolutions of warning 
against this too frequent error. 

OBE NES ote? ON 
THE BURNED FALL RIVER MILL. 

Fatt River, Mass., Oct 29.—The ruins of 
the Flint Millare still burning. Of the main mill only 
the lower sides and part of the south end remain, 
and pertions of these will fall. Of the picker-house, 
in the rear, the two upper steries are gone: the 
lower story,on which is the engine and boiler- 
room, is comparatively uninjured. All the ma- 
chinery of the main mill lies in the basement 
among a massof burning débris. The loss, as now 
given, is $700,000, with an insurance in mutual com- 
panies as follows: Boston Manufacturers’, $100,000; 
Arkwright, $50,000; Mill Owners’, $30,000; Cotton 
and Weolen Manufacturers’, $15,000; Spinners’, 
$5,000; Providence Firemens’. $60,000; Stare, 
$60,000; Rhode Island, $40,000; What Cheer, 
$25,000; Hope, $20,000; Blackstone. $40,000; Mer- 
chants’, $25,000; Enterprise, $20,000; American, 
$20,000, and Worcester Manufacturers’, $10,000. 
Besides this insurance on the mill there is $30,- 
000 insurance on the profits, and the mill 
will receive $100 for each day of stoppage. 
The Directors will meet to-morrow, when the ques- 
tion of rebuilding will probably be acted upor. 
The present outiook, considering the heavy in- 
surance, is that the companies will undertake to 
rebuild the mill instead of paying the policies. as it 
can be replaced at present for less than $600,000. 
The capital stock was $580,000, held by 275 share- 
holders, 132 of whom are non-residents. The de- 
fective water supply was caused by the smallness 
of the service pipes in this comparatively new part 
of the city, they being inadequate to feed the 24- 
inch main at the mill. There is a large pond con- 
nected with the mill by canal, and it is claimed that 
ifthe engines had at first been stationed at this 
pond, and the city mains left free to furnish the 
mill hydrant, the fire could have been checked. In 
one end of the mill was a tank containing 20 bar- 
rels of oil, and at the other a carburator filled with 
a large quantity of naphtha; but, strangely, neither 
exploded, although covered with a burning mass 
and exposed for hours to the most intense heat.

BAD RAILROAD MANAGEMENT. 

Boston, Oct. 29.—The Board of Railroad 
Commissioners has rendered a decision on the 
Troy and Greenfield Railroad collision at North 
Adams on Oct. 21, by which seven lives were lost. 
The board is of the opinion that the weight of the 
testimony shows that Engineer Wattson was pro- 
ceeding in an improper and dangerous manner, 
and that there was no excuse for this negligence 
in the fact that the same thing had been done pre- 
viously by others. So far as the management of 
the road is concerned, the board regrets to say 
that a loose system has prevailed; that trains too 
often have been permitted to rum in a wrong di- 
rection without proper precautions being taken, 
and that this has been done so often that it ought 
to have been known and prevented. A road which 
cannot be operated with reasonable safety should 
not be operated at all, and no exception should be 
made in favor of a road owned by the common- 
wealth. The manner of eters up a construction 
train, with the caboose ahead of the engine, {s con- 
demned, and shows, in the opinion of the board, 
habitual negligence in the management of the 
yard. In conclusion, the Commissioners repeat 
their recommendation that a system of rules for 
operating the yard be adopted by which the man- 
agement shall govern the working of all roads 


therein.

PROSPECTS IN NEW-JERSEY 
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CONGRESSIONAL AND ASSEMBLY 
CONTESTS. 

MR. M’ADOO’S WEAK POINTS—DISAFFEO 
TION AMONG GERMAN DEMOCRATS— 
EX-MAYOR FIEDLER’S PECULIAR CANe 
VASS IN THE SIXTH DISTRICT. 

TRENTON, Oct. 29.—The canvass in the 
Seventh Congressional District is developing 
sO many points of weakness in Mr. McAdoo, 
the Democratic candidate, that, although the 
district is Democratic by about 3,500, the Re- 
publicans have more than a fighting chance 
to carry it. The respectable element in the 

Democratic Party is not over-enthusiastic in 

its support of a convention manipulaied by 

Billy” MeAvoy, or of a candidate whos¢ 

name was first presented to the convention by 

ex-Coroner ‘“ Jack’? Lynch. The moré 
ignorant wing of the party is not clamoring 
very loudly for the election of an lrishman 
who, like McAdoo, dares to be a Protestant, 
Then, “ plain Billy McAdoo” is known to be 


a little too plain for such high honors as h« 
seeks, There is no objection to his youth, ex< 
cept that in his case youth means 
an entire unfitness for the position. 
In the Legislature last Winter his frothy dec< 
lamations won the applause of the multitude, 
but he is wanting in judgment, culture, and a 
knowledge of men and affairs, without which 
no man cuta respectable figure in the national 
councils. In all these respects Gilbert Col- 
lins, his Republican opponent, is his superior.: 
Mr. Collins is one of the most popular men in 
the county, a lawyer of large practice, a gen« 
tleman of culture, and a fair-minded man. 

The most important feature of the canvass, 
however, is the slight the German element hag 
received year after year at the hands of tha 
local Democracy. A large Democratic client- 
age is found in the German districts—strong 
enough in times past to turn the tide. They 
are not seekers after place, and the party hag 
never catered to anything but the Irish vote. 
The rule of Hibernian fayoritism has been fol- 
lowed out this year with faithful care. Both 
the nominees of the County Democratic Con- 
vention are of Irish extraction, The Assem: 
bly nominees in the same Democrati 
districts ars of that race, Oneof the | 
papers has added to the feeling these facts hag 
aroused by publishing lists of the employes of 
the local Governments. The names of hun- 
dreds of Irishmen are on the pay-rolls of the 
city and county boards managed by the Dem- 
ocrats, Of all other nationalities put together 
there are not 25 names. The Germans hava 
never asked much, but they are evidently sur- 
— that they have so little, and they may 

counted upon to retaliate. 

The Republican majority in the Sixth Dis- 
trict, and especially in that part of it within 
the Newark city limits, is largely made up of 
German votes. The Democratic Party has no 
hope of winning the district except by win- 
ning these votes. Itis with this view that ex- 
Mayor Fiedler leads the Democratic ticket as 
the candidate for Congress, He has been once 
elected by the Republicans to the Mayoraity, 
but that was on a distinctive liquor issue that 
ranged the German element on his side. Twa 
years later, when he stood for re-election, ap- 
pealing for German votes only on the ground 
of his nationality, he was defeated. This year 
he is making the local crookedness in 
the Newark City Hall his war cry. He 
could not do anything in Congress to 
straighten out the local irregularities, and the 
embezzlements of Palmer and Hall would 
seem, therefore, to have no relation to the 
Congressional canvass. This is especially the 
case in a canvass against John L, Blake, who 
stands at the head of the Republican ticket. 
He is a resident of Orange, does business as a 
lawyer there, and has lived there for many 
years. He has had no partieipation in the 
management of the Newark Government, and 
shares no responsibility for the faults and 
wickedness that may have marked it. But 
for the purpose of prejudieing ;the Re- 
publican Party, Fiedler has injected the issue 
into the campaign, and is making it his politi- 
cal hobby. *‘I am the Mayor,’’ he says, ** who 
recommended the examination of the books 
that showed these frauds.’? No one disputes 
that; but he did not make the recommenda- 
tion till weeks after one of Palmer’s bendsmen 
had urged hirm te do it, and even then his rec- 
ommendation would not have amounted to 
anything if the Republican Common Council 
had not directed that it be carried out. Now 

hat all the facts have been brought to the sur- 

face, it appears that Mayor Fiedler himself 
helped, unintentionally, of course,to make pos- 
sible the frauds for the discovery of which he 
is appealing for votes. Major Carl Lena 
made this revelation in an address beforo 
an assemblage of citizens in the Thirteenth 
Ward the other evening. Two months after 
he had become Mayor Mr. Fiedler signed a 
tictitious warrant in favor of the Foster Homa 
(which had no claim against the city) for 
$5,556 72. In September, 1880, he signed two 
warrants—one for $10,811 76, the other for 
$9,188 24, payable to Samuel Sterrett, Auditor 
Palmer’s broker in New-York, for Woodside 
bonds, without having the bonds or any 
other evidence of indebtedness before him. 
As a matter of fact, Sterrett never held 
any bonds. In this loose way he signed 
nine other warrants which, with those 
already referred to, make an aggregate of 
$78,569 10. The nine bonds were as fraudulent 
as the three specified. No one suspects that 
Mr. Fiedler profited by the results of his lax~ 
ness. He merely took Palmer’s unsupported 
word thatthe papers presented for his signa- 
ture were “all right.” City Treasurer Winang 
and City Controller Winans have been indict- 
ed for carelessly allowing their subordinates 
to deceive them to the city’s detriment. Mr. 
Fiedler is rewarded with the Democrationomi- 
nation for Congress, and is making his canvass 
with all the petty acts of a practiced dema- 
gogue. Essex will doubtless send Mr. Blake 
back to Congress. 

The Assembly ticket is being slowly filled in 
all parts of the State. The Democrats are 
claiming that they will have the neces ma- 
jority in the House to give them the United 
States Senatorship. The Newark Advertiser, 
an acknowledged authority on State politics, 
seems to share in this view. ‘The outlook 
over the State,” it said last evening, ‘‘ would 
indicate that the Democrats are more united 
than the Republicans, and there are signs of 
treachery in unexpected quarters.”?’ Unpleas- 
ant rumors of a bargain affecting the can- 
vass, which were in circulation two years 
ago, have sprung into fresh prominence of 
late. The publicans elected a majority 
then, when everybody expected to see 
the Legislature in the control of the 
Democrats. People are waiting now to see 
whether the House is to be Democratic thig 
year, when there; seemed to be no doubt till 
lately that it would be Republican. The un- 
wonted activity of Senator McPherson on the 
Democratic side looks badly to those who 
know of the currentrumer. A year ago he 
said that he had no desire to enter the Senato- 
rial race this year. But from all over the 
State stories come of his dictating the Assem- 
bly nominations of his party. Ex-Goy. 
and ex-Senator Randolph is a competitor 
againsthim. Gov. Ludlow, who made so en- 
viable a record last Winter by his action on 
vicious railroad legislation, would like to wear 
the Senatorial tog. too, while many people 
would like to see the Hon. Leon Abbett pro 
moted.

SLAIN 
MR. WITT?’S SAD FORVUNES IN THE 
LAND Of THE HEAD-HUNTERS. 
EXPLORATIONS HE WAS MAKING THERE AND 

CIRCUMSTANCES THAT LED TO THE AT- 
TACK—PIOTURESQUE FEATURES OF LIFE 
AMONG VARIOUS TRIBES—CHANCES THAT 
THE ISLAND MAY COME WITHIN BRITISH 

RULE. 

Lonpon, Oct. 14.—I have received some 
special information in regard to the massacre 
of Mr. F. Witti and several native attendants 
in the heart of Borneo, one of the newspaper 
sensations of the week. The grant of a royal 
charter to the British North Borneo Company 
practically enabled that association to annex 
the territories north of the Dutch under 
treaties from the Sultans of Brunei and 
Sooloo. The first idea of making this country 
® commercial enterprise was American, which, 
apart from the intrinsic interest attaching to 
so novel an undertaking, gives to British North 
Bornéo, or Sabah, a certain interest for the 
United States. Mr. F. Witti, who has been 
treacherously murdered, was originally an 
officer in the Austrian Army. He was, I be- 
lieve, induced to go out to Borneo by Baron 
Overbeck, who assisted in the transfer of cer- 
tain American rights to the English company. 
Mr. Witti, an adventurous and enterprising 
traveler, aiter visiting the country, came to 
London to seek official employment in connac- 
tion with the new powers. His services not 
being welcomed as promptly as he expected, 
he disappeared from London, and it was 
thought by the Managing Director of the com- 
pany that he had sought other occupation, It 
seems, however, that, fearing on account of his 
nationality he might not be indorsed by this 
English company, he went out to Borneo on 
his own account. His appearance there was 
under somewhat romantic circumstances. 
Maving had some experience of the sea, he had 
worked his passage, and landed in Borneo as 
the mate of a coasting vessel. He made his 
way to one of the principal residences, and his 
services were at once secured. He was ap- 
pointed by the Resident to undertake certain 
geographical and other explorations, and his 
surveys and reports were so well done that in 
course of time the authorities in London gave 
him a settied and definite appointment as an 
officer of the company authorized to conduct 
a series of expeditions of general exploration. 
He penetrated into many districts of the coun- 


try never before visited, and the late-t map of 
the new territory is chiefiy the result of his 
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travels. uring the past four or five 
years he has been engaged in _ this 


special and interesting work, Some months 
ago he intimated to the Governor his intention 
of investigating the country lying between 
Kimanis and the Sibuco River, and 1t was on 
this journey that he lost his life. During the 
progress of the expedition Gov. Treacher in- 
tercepted him by messengers with a special 
dispatch of recall, requesting him to postpone 
his visit to the locality about the Sibuco and 
nt once to return to Kimanis, the nearest resi 
dency. lhaveseen Mr. Witti’s reply to the 
Governor; itis the last letter whftch bas been 
received from the;unfortunate explorer. He 
acknowledges the recall, and with all the cour- 
tesy that he can command excuses himself for 
disobeying it; he refers to the importance of 
the work he has undertaken, and hopes that 
jts success may lead to condonement of his 
breach of discipline. His idea was to com- 
olete the preliminary survey of British North 
Barnes. or Sabah, which he would almost have 
accomplished by an investigation of the line of 
country approaching the confines of the ces- 
sion. Referring to the junction of the Qua- 
mote with the Kinabatangan—quite an unex- 
Jlored river, Owing to the interior being in the 
Cada of a fierce tribe, the Tingga- 
lums, who sometimes make a_e raid 
upon the Kinabatangan—Witti dwells upon 
the point that great value to the 
company would ensue from the establishment 
of a fort at this junction to hold the Tingga- 
lums in check, the country being peculiarly 
rich in camphor, gutta, and rattans, He has 
no reason to doubt that he will go through the 
country safely, several of his men having been 
there before. He pieads the importance of his 
trip and his own earnestness as an excuse for 
going on, and henceforth, of course, is outside 
the company’s authority. 

It seems, according to the reports at Singa- 
pore and at Labnan, that some six or eight 
weeks after the receipt of tbis letter three na- 
tives, who had been of Witti’s party, returned 
to Kimanis and reported his death under 
treacherous and _ terrible circumstances, 
whether at the hands of Muruts or head-hunt- 
ing Dyaks seems to be a matter of doubt. 
These native attendants (probably Malays) 
describe the assassins as Muruts, I am in- 
clined to think they were the very 
Tinggalums to whom Mr. Witti had 
referred in the letter just quoted. Mr. 
Frank Hatton, the mineralogical explorer, 
passed through several tribes of Muruts much 
further to the north in July last, and received 
marks of hospitality among peoples not hither- 
to visited by the white man. The Muruts are 
head-hunters, as, indeed, are many of the sav- 
age tribes ef Borneo, but they have rarely 
phown anything like hostility to the white 


man. The Tinggalums are a notoriously fierce 
race. The story of the death of Mr. Witti 


leads one to believe that he must have fallen 
fmong such a tribe as this rather than into the 
hands of the Muruts. He had made a success- 
ful trip, and was evidently on his way back to 
Kimanis. He had bought several boats from 
the natives, and had paid them liberally with 
cloth and the other articles of exchange; 
they had entertained him hospitably, and 
he had evidently every confidence in 
the friendship of the people. It is too com- 
mon a habit of explorers in savage countries 
to divide their parties for the conveniences of 
travel, Throughout the history of martyrdom 
~ the cause of geographical and scientific 
nowledge, it will invariably be found that ex- 
— come to grief when they have com- 
itted the mistake of weakening their ad- 
‘vance, Mr. Witti had with him1i7 men. He 
delegated half of them to go on with his boats 
to a certain point of the river, he arranging to 
follow them later with the other men. In 
the meantime he allowed his body servant to 
carry his Winchester rifle and the others to 
ptray about, while he sat down near 
the river with his dispatch bex and pa- 
pers for the purpose of making some notes 
his diary. While thus engaged several 
armed natives suddenly appeared from the 
jungle and an ambush formed of rocks near 
he stream. Without warning they sent a vol- 
ley from their sumpitams at Witti and the 
men nearest to him. The sumpitam is a kind 
of blow-pipe ota, ap which a poisoned arrow 
is deftly discharged, and I remember that in 
Witti’s first report to the company he 
described this weapon and thanked his stars 
that on his first expedition he had been called 
ppon to use no antidote against it. One of 
he arrows, it seems, pierced him in the breast, 
and three or four of his men close by fell mor- 
lly wounded. Witti seized his revolver, 
put the humidity of the atmosphere 
or dautp occasioned by fording rivers 
appears to have interfered with its effi- 
ciency. Only two barrels were discharged, 
nnd these killed two of the assailants; the re- 
mainder rushed upon him, one of them spear- 
Ing him to death, the others dispatching his 
men. Three of his party ran away at the first 
attack and secreted themselves. They say that 
the whole action was very quick, and that 
within a few minutes the assassins cut off 
Witti’s head and the legs and arms of the oth- 
ers, which they threw into a prahu and then 
made off, some of them into the jungle, others 
down stream. The three natives who had 
escaped then tried to find their way to Ki- 
manis. They wandered about for several 
Hays and nights in the jungle, living chiefly 
pn leaves, and finally found their way to 
me residency, where their evidence was taken. 
he account is very circumstantial, and 
though natives do not always tell the truth, 
the Governor and other officials have no rea- 
on to hope for auy modification of the news. 
tt will be difficult for the authorities to get at 
the head-hunting tribe who have added this 
new martyrdom to the romance of travel, but 
I understand that an expedition was to be 
tted out against them. Before Witti left 
Pamane he made a will and sages a for the 
proper settlement of all his worldly affairs, 
Pvidently impressed with the serious character 
of the work he was voluntarily unde , 
The head of the Sibuco River, where the mas- 
gacre is believed to have taken_place, is on the 
confines of the British North Borneo Comra- 
ny’s territory, occupied by tribes of an entirely 


different character —— amon Loong end 
Hatton is at work in the more no regi 
sone aes Kina Balu.

several 
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me some special private notes of Mr. Hatton, 
relating to his minerai exploring journey up 
the Labuk River and overland to Kudat, The 
travelers bad been in the Bornean bush from 
March 1 to June 15, traveling through jungle 
and by river day after day, and had arrived at 
their destination on the Kinaram River in 
excellent health, thovzh » several of the 
native attendants had succumbed to  fa- 
tigue and fever. Some of their experiences are 
interesting. The writer describes portions of 
the Labuk as lined with magnificent nipa 
yalms, which grow to an enormous size. They 
orm a fringe along the river, at the back of 
which are trackless mangrove swamps, the 
home of the Labuk crocodiles. As they trav- 
eled on, the cries of hornbills and the chatter of 
monkeys reached them from the sombre 
depths of the forests. Enormous creepers 
hung in pendant growths from the great, dark 
trees. Butterflies and insects of every hue and 
color fluttered in the sun. Presently, at a 
bend of the river the forests were backed by 
lofty peaked blue mountains, and by and by 
the stream, like most other inland rivers, be- 
came unnavigable. Ata place called Tanger- 
Batu the chief, who was ostentatiously flying 
the company’s flag, received the explorer in 
great styie, placing a table before him and rest- 
ing himself on the otner side. Mr. Hatton was 
tired and hungry; it rejoiced him to see curi- 
ous finger-glasses half-full of water brought 
aud placed upon the table. One of thesa the 
chief drew toward him and used as a spittoon. 
‘* T then discovered,” says the writer, ** that 
the table was not intended for refresiments, 
We sat thus for neurly three hours talking 
over the matter of precuring dugouts, and 
later, from Hadgi, up the river, | obtained two. 
I got no assistance whatever from the chief, 
and in Bongan I! was afterward told that it 
was a good thing I did rot eat there, as dark 
stories are told of the chief in question having 
poisoned more than one person.” Among 
other tribes he encountered the Sin Dyeks. 
“They are,’’ he says, *‘ painted and tattovedin 
a peculiar way. It is customary to place a rat- 
tan across the river at certain points where the 
district is claimed by natives on the other side, 
and to pass under which without authority is 

enerally considered a declaration of war, 
‘here was arattan onjthe Sogolitan River. 
My Malays were not all willing to go under, 
as there was a guard on the other side of three 
Dyaks in a native dugout. Their boat was of 
capital workmanship, elegantly carved at the 
bow. The men were tattoved with blue down 
the arms, threats, and legs, and had pieces of 
wood in their ears. They wore a head-cloth of 
new blue calico, fastened by a plaited rattan, 
which was passed over the top of the head- 
cloth and under the chin. They were armed 
with spears and native-made short swords, and 
looked very formidable savages.’’?’ The expe- 
dition encouatered no warlike obstruction, 
though the Sin Dyaks did not altogether be- 
have in a very friendly way further up. 

It was among the Dusuns, who seem to be 
the most industrious, and fortunately the most 
popular, of the tribes in the northern regions 
beyond Kina Balu, that the explorer received 
the greatest attention and hospitality. He was 
made a ** blood brother’’ by several of these 
tribes. The ceremony varies in different vil- 
lages, but it always involves the slaughter of 
a fowl ina peculiar manner. For example, 
among the Bendowen Dusuns, the old men 
and all the tribe assembled in the jungle, a por- 
tion of which was cleared for about 20 yards, 
Then a hole was dug, into which was placed a 
large roughly baked water jar. These jars, it 
seems, are of great value, being sold for as 
much asa hundred dollars’ worth of gutta. 
Lhe bottom of the jar was knocked out so as 


to render it useless in the future. The 
clay taken out to dig the hole was 
thrown into the jar, and then the old men 


or chiefs began declaiming, ‘*O, Kinringan, 
hear us!” As their cries died away down the 
valleys a stone was placed near the jar. Then 
during declamation that lasted for nearly half 
an hour the old man declared that by fire 
(which was represented by a burning stick,) 
by water, (which was brought in a bamboo 
and poured into the jar,) and by earth that 
they would be true to all white men. Thena 
sumpitam was fetched and an arrow shot into 
the air to summon the god Kinringan, after 
which the exploring party placed four guns 
on the mouth of the jarandeach of the old 
men and himself took a little clay out and pat 
it away, whereupon his party shot a volley 
over the place and the ceremony ended. 
On another occasion he placed a note in 
side the jar ‘‘for the ghosts.” The 
Dusuns are superstitious in regard to writing 
or dispatches. Mentioning the Muruts, who 
are supposed to have killed Witti, he says, 
those men who have fought or been on risky 
expeditions are tattooed from the shoulders to 
the pit of the stomach, and all down the arms 
in three broad perallel stripes to the wrisvs. 
** | noticed,”’ he says, *‘an ex-headman or chief, 
who had two square tattoo marks on his back. 
This was because he ran away in a fight and 
showed his back to the enemy; another and a 
braver chief was elected in his place.” I forgot 
to mention that in this ceremony of blood- 
brotherhood the white chief and his dusky 
host take between them a live fowl; one holds 


the head, the other the legs. <A _ third 
native cuts off the head; the body is 
dropped, and if tho decapitated hen 


runs away and dies, without inclining in its 
retreat either to one side or the other, the cere- 
mony is very successful; if it should happen 
to run upen either of the persons engaged in 
the ceremony, such person is regarded as false 
at heart and unwerthy of confidence, One 
of the greaiest pests the traveler encoun- 
ters in Borneo is the leech. ‘* Having forded 
rivers and passed through ancient paddy fields 
of long cutting grass tor miles and miles, we 
arrived,’’ says-the traveler, ‘‘at Ghanaghana, 
on the right bank of the Labuk. We were 
wet through, tired, and dirty, and on taking 
off my boots I found my socks literally 
drenched with blood from leeches. This is not 
the only thing that troubles me just now. I 
feel the constant staring of peers as some- 
what oppressive. Wherever I go and what- 
ever I doa little crowd of eight or ten follow 
to stare and wonder. At one village they 
watched me night and day, asleep or awake, 
mostof the houses, as you know, in these parts 
being constructed in such a way that you can 
see right through them.” 

All diplomatic troubles in connection with 
the new territory arising out of some imag-

The daily 
published telegram from the meney centre of the 
world is an unconscious daily tribute to agri- 
culture and the farmer as the prime factor in 
commerce. They note and chronicle every frost, 
every rain, ne hostile insect, as carefully as 
the physician the symptoms of his patient. 
Stocks go up and down with the varying re- 
ports as to wheat and corn.

friend would read the casualties of a battle. 
But such tribute is temporary and fag gee It 
a from selfishness mostly, and the crop as- 
suted indifference to agriculture proclaims itself 
too often in an undue levy Na the crop for car- 
riage and in other ways, which I have not time to 
mention. With the growth of the country, in- 
creasea prosperity, and the multiplied and splen- 
did educational facilities, our colleges, universities, 
academies. and other institutions of learning are 
filling up with ambitious farmer boys, vigorous in 
body and mind, bent upon acquiring knowledge. 
This is well. They make good students and scholars, 
but I have feared that too many of them rather dis- 
dainfully turn from farm life to the professions as 
being a step higher, I would like to impress upon 
such young men that they are mistaken in this. 
There is in a true sense no ‘step higher’ from the 
calm, thoughtful, healthful, independent life of the 
intelligent farmer.” 





THE TARIFF COMMISSION'S WORK. 


_——~>-——— 
NO CHANGES OF IMPORTANCE LIKELY TO BE 
RECOMMENDED. 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 29,—The stenographic 
report of the statements made before the Tariff 
Commission is about completed, and it is expected 
that within a week it will be in type and ready for 
distribution. Under the law creating the commis- 
sion it was made the duty of the Public Printer to 
distribute copies of the testimony to Senators and 
Representatives just as fast as printed, so that by 
this means, as well as by the epitomized reports 
published in the newspapers, a general familiarity 
with the views, wishes, and opinions of the general 
public on the subject of the tariff may fairly be 
presumed on the part of members of Congress, 
By the time that the House Committee of Ways and 


Means meets, two weeks from now, the complete 
report, properly indexed, will be on their table, 
ready for consideration and such action as may be 
deemed advisable. As to the recommendations of 
the eommission they will not be made known un- 
til officially communicated to Congress at the open- 
ing of next session. ‘The commission bas held pub- 
lic sessions for just 12 weeks—the first five weeks 
being spent at Long Branch, and the remainder of 
thetime in visiting cities in several parts of the 
country in order to ascertain the  condi- 
tion and wants of the various local in- 
dustries, Thus, three days were spent in Boston, 
two in Cincinnati, three in Chicago, two in St, 
Louis, two in Baltimore, six in New-York, three in 
Pittsburg, and three in Philadelphia, while still 
shorter visits were madeto Milwaukee, St. Paul, 
Minneapolis, Des Moines, Indianapolis, Atlanta, 
Savannah, Charleston, Richmond, and other cities, 
Altogether the commission traveled about 7,000 
miles, held public sessions for about 70 days, and 
heard the statements of between 500 and 60U per- 
sons. The printed record will fill about 2,000 pages, 
and as there was only one offieial reporter, and as 
a large part of his time was spent in traveling, the 
rapidity with which the record has been prepared 
for publication is remarkable. 

itis the opinion of persons who have had unn- 
sually good opportunities for judging of the sentl- 
ment of the commission that no radical or im- 
portant changes in the existing tariff will be rec- 
ommended. Their report will recommend, per- 
haps, a slight increase of duties here, a silght de- 
crease there, together with some insignificant ad- 
ditions to tie free list, and wherever it is possible 
an abandonment of compound duties (that is, of 
ad valorem rates combined with spectfic rates) 
will be recommended. It is also probable that im- 
portant changes in Custom-house regulations, as to 
clearances, consular invoices, duties or charzes, 
and such matters, will be sugyvested. These are 
more particularly within the province of Commis- 
sioner McMahon, who, as an offlcer of the New- 
York Custom-house for mapy years, has an Iintt- 
mate knowledge of that branch of the subject, and 
is favorably ineiined toward the views entertained 
by importers and merchants. As to the action of 
the commission in regard to special interests, it is 
believed by the well-informed and disinterested 
observers above referred to, that, notWithstanding 
the persistency with whieh the potters of Trenton, 
N. J., and East Liverpool, Ohio, urged an increase 
of existing duties on chinaware, no change will be 
recommended; that @ reimposition ef the duty on 
quinine, as persistently urged on the part of manu- 
facturers of chemicals, will not be advised; that 
the duty on raw wool will neither be abolished in 
the interest of woo! manufacturers, nor increased 
in the interest of American wool-growers, but will 
remain practically as at present, and even that the 
action of the Cresson convention of persons en- 
gaged in the steel and iron business in favor of in 
creased rates of duty on tron-ore and on iron and 
steel in their various stages, will hardly be in- 
dorsed by the commission. In fact, that the gen- 
eral result of the report of the commission will be 
in favor of making the least possible number of 
changes (and none of them important) inthe ex 
isting tariff, 


The commission is now in dally session at the 
Fifth-Avenue Hotel in New-York, going over tho 
whole subject item by Item, and thus making up 
its report, that it may be ready when Concress 
meets, Senators and members of the Housce of 


Representatives now in Washington, together with 

many other persons Interested in public affairs, 

are already beginning to diseuss the questions, 
} ‘* What will be done with the report of tne ‘Tariff 
Commission at the next session‘ ‘* Willany action 
be taken on the subject. Or will the report and testi 
mony meet with the fate of nearly all similar docu- 
ments and be packed away with the mass of print- 
ed rubbish which accumulates at every session?” 
Those who have bad most experience of Congres- 
sional methods regard it as extremely improbable 
in fact, almost beyond the bounds of possibi! 
that any definite and comprehensive tariff le 
tion will be enacted at the coming session 
limited duration of three months, 
months, counting from the expiration of the 
Christmas holidays,) precludes the possibility of 
such full discussion and such consideration of the 
numerous interests involved, as must take piace 
before any general tariff measure can become a 
law, Even injJong sessions, with the appropriation 
bills, and many other public and private measures 
stirring for precedence,there would be little chanee 
fora bill that would require at least three months 
for its consideration. The idea seems to prevail 
among those best acquainted with Congress that 
if it be really the desire of both political parties to 
have the tariff promptly and comprehensively ra 
vised and modified, the only practical means of 
doing so would be to havea bill passed next ses- 
sion providing for the meeting ef the Forty-elghth 
Congress on, say, the 5th of March next. for the 
special purpose of considering and acting on that 
subject. It seems, however, that there is very lit- 
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the present probabilities indicate a postponement 
of general tariff revision until the regular assem- 
blage of the next Congress in December, 1883.

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AMERICAN CROPS FOR EUROPE, 

Letier from James Caird to the Editor of the Lon- 
don Times. 

Our foreign wheat requirements for the 
harvest year from Sept, 1 last, in addition to the 
growth, may be estimated at 15,500,000 quar- 
ters. That is nearly 2,000,000 quarters less than we

favored by the Department of Agriculture in 
Washington with their latest report (Sept. 12) 
on the several American crops of the present 
year. The wheat crop is estimated at 65,- 
000,000 quarters, which, after providing for 
home consumption and restoration of depleted 


stocks, will, they reckon, leave for export 21,000,- 
vuOO quarters. In the harvest years ending 31st 
August, 1880 and 188i, two-thirds of our foreign 
wheat came from the United States, but last year 
little more tnan half, the American crop in the 
Eastern and Middle States having been very de- 
fective. In the present year they can send us all 
we require and have something over for Continent- 
al wants, should Franee require a few million 
quarters to improve her imperfect quality. And, 
as other countries, both in Europe and the East, 
will have a surplus to send, there is every prospect 
of an abundant and cheap supply of bread if the 
price does not fall below the cost of moving the 
erops from the more distant sources of supply. 
For there can be no doubt that the rapid increase 
of supplies last year from other countries, when 
the American crop proved so deficient, was due to 
the rise of price which made the transport profita- 
bie. The Indian corn crop in America will be 
larger than last year, but still far short of that of 
1879 and 1880. So far as this country is concerned 
the consumer will be richer by the ten or twelve mil- 
lions saved in the cost of bread. This is a saving 
specially to the working class, who are much the 
largest cousumers of bread. The extraordinary 
development of agriculture in America, and the in- 
crease of additional supplies of food of all kinds 
from that continent have raised the comfort and 
position of the laborer in Europe by erabling him 
thus to share in the teeming abundance of her 
rich, unexhausted, and practically boundless 
pratries. It is a double blessing, helping both 
those who emigrate and those who remain at home. 
ERR EL IL SE SESE 
PRICES PAID FOR YACHTS, 
From the London World. 

Two curious instances of the uncertain value 
of yachts, whether new or old, oceurred last week. 
The Livonia schooner, 280 tons, built by Mr. James 
Ashbury, to, if possible, beat the Americans and 
bring back the Ameriea’s Cup, at a cost of—one 
time and another—soemething like £26,000, was sold 
at Portsea for the small sum of £2,950 to Mr. Wil- 
liam Turnor, a gentleman whose name its well 
known in yachting circles as having owned sueh 
noted vessels as Phosphorus, Vanguard, Mabel, 
Cetonia, &o. The other instance is that of the 
Leander, a yawl of some 47 tons, built by Inman & 
Son during the late season, ata cost of some £87 
per ton, which was sold for the large sum of £1,750 
toja young yachtsman, who intends making a voyage 
to the Azores in her immediately. As {s usual, 
some yachts have sold well during the Autumn, 
while others have fetched but small prices. The 
crack 20-toaner Freda is said to have fetched 
%5 per cent. of her original cost, while Coryphée, 
the best-comstructed yacht ever turned out, was 
sold for liitie over £1,300.

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OANON FARRAR’S NEW VOLUMES. 


THE EARLY DAYS OF OHRISTIANITY. By F. W.

In these volumes Canon Farrar orings to 
a close the work which has occupied very 
much of his attention during the last 12 years. 
He began his special preparation in 1870, and 
in 1874 published “The Life of Christ,” in two 
volumes, which covered the Gospel history, as 
contained in the narratives of the four Evan- 
gelists, and was mainly a commentary on the 
Gospels, his object being to present the living 
reality of the scenes therein recorded. Next 
followed, in 1879, *‘ The Life and Works of St. 
Paul,” also in two volumes, the basis of which 
were the narrative of St. Luke, in the Acts of 
the Apcstles, and the biographical incidents 
derived from the thirteen Epistles of St. Paul, 
(the Epistle to the Hebrews not being counted 
as his,) the reader being carried through these 
Epistles in such & way as to enable him 
to judge of their separate purpose 
and peculiarities by grasping the cir- 
cumstances under which each of them was 
written. And now we have these two 
volumes, in which an attempt is made to set 
forth, in their distinctive features, the work 
and the writings of St. Peter, St. James, St. 
Jude, St. John, and the author of the Epistles 
to the Hebrews, the industrious Canon going, 
almost verse by verse, as he tells us, through 
the seven Catholic Epistles, the Epistle to the 
Hebrews, and the Revelation of St. John, ex- 
plaining their special difficulties and deveiop- 
ing their general characteristics. 

As introductory to the chief object of his 
present work, Canon Farrar devotes several 
chapters to ‘‘ The World,” as it was in the first 


century of the Christian era. He describes 
forcibly the unspeakable moral degradation 
and disgusting pollution of that age, the rise 
and career of Nero, whom he regards as the 
** Antichrist’’ of the New Testament, and the 
special infamy of that horrible wretch who 
gilutted himseif to the full with murders and 
poisonings, set fire to Rome, exulted in persecu- 
tions of the followers of the Lord and Saviour, 
and at last himself met with the fate due toa 
shameless, cowardly brute. Through this 
crime, the spilling the blocd of the saints, 
Nero was brought into immediate and terrible 
connection with the Church, and for this rea- 
son the author expends some 80 pages in paint- 
ing the horrifying picture and writing anew 
the almost incredible, inconceivable career 
and end of ‘‘the Wild Beast from the Abyss,’’ 
who had set himself in deadly antagonism to 
the Redeemer of mankind. 

Under the general head ‘* St. Peter and the 
Church Catholic” the learned Canon next 
takes up for discussion the writings of the 
Apostles and early Christians, and after point- 
ing out how little there is on record of the 
lives and labors of the majority of tho Apos- 
tles, he shows the very great value of the 
writings of those eminent members of the 
Apostolic college which have ‘been handed 
down to us, viz., the Apocalypse and the 
seven Catholic Epistles, i. e., the Epistle of St. 
Jude, the Epistie of St. James, the Epistles of 
St. Peter, and the three Epistles of St. John. 
The Epistle to the Hebrews is included in 
these invaluable writings, though the authoris 
unknown. The contrast between the canoni- 
cal books and the productions of Apostolic 
fathers and others is briefly but effectively 
noted. Dr. Farrar gives acareful investigation 
to the few known facts of St. Peter’s later life, 
(the former part he has narrated in the pre- 
vious volumes.) He is content to accept the 
tradition that St. Peter was at Rome at some 
period of bis life, and that he suffered martyr- 
dom there; at the same time he rejects as 
wholly untenable the Romish view of the 
Apostle being the first Bishop of Romeand 
predecessor of the race of Popes who ruled 
there in subsequent ages of darkness, igno- 
rance, and superstition. He dwells somewhat 
upon the passage in the First Epistle of St. 

eter which speaks of our Lord preaching to 
the dead in Hades, and calls it ‘‘one of the 
most precious passages of Scripture.” And hoe 
takes occasion to reiterate his sentiments, now 
pretty well known through his various works, 
in favor of there being. after death, some sort 
of hope even yet held out to those who leave 
this world in a state of sin, unreconciled to 
God. The writer has gone a great way in the 
direction of restorationist doctrine, and has 
been not a little censured therefor; at the same 
time it is but fair to state that he distinctly 
avows that he holds by the standards of the 
Church of England, which teach that eternal 
punishment awaits the desperately wicked and 
rebellious of God’s creatures, The Second Epis- 
tie of St, Peter he holds to be of very doubtful 
authenticity. 

The origin and influence of the Alexandrian 


the right interpretation of that remarkable 
book. Dr. Farrar decides quite confident- 
ly in favor of Apolios being the autbor, 
and he gives at large his reasons for this de- 
cision, Thecurrent of modern criticism cer- 
tainly runs strongly in that direction, and the 
argument is no doubt powerful, if not wholly 
convincing. But it is quite possible, after 
all, that the claim 
shi may finally be established. In 
either event every critical student of 
the New Testament will find it profitable to 
examine Farrar’s discussion and his transla- 
tion and notes on the Epistle to the Hebrews. 
For this Epistle, thoughit be like Melchizedek, 
‘‘without known father or lineage, will al- 
ways none the less remain as a priceless pos- 
session to the Church. Its eloquence, its en- 
thusiasm, its loftiness of conception, wouid 
aione sufiice to stampit as a remarkable work, 
but its highest value lies in the force and orig- 
inality of its whole train of reasoning. * * * 
No writer had ever yet developed with such 
grace and power the thought that the New 
Dispensation was not the ruinous over- 
throw but the glorious fulfillment of the 
Old; that the Christian, so far from 
being robbed of that viaticum of good exam- 
ples which had been the glory of Judaism, 
could feed upon them with a deeper sympathy ; 
that the Temple and the whole Levitic ritual, 
so far from being scornfully flung aside by the 
followers of Jesus, did but shine with a new 
splendor in the light of that revelation which, 
for the first time, shed on them a blaze of more 
glorious significance,” 

Passing to another phase of Christianity, 
neither Pauline nor Alexandrian, which is 
treated of under the general title, ‘“‘ Judaic 
Christianity,” Canon Farrar takes up for ex- 
amination the question, Who was “‘ the Lord’s 
Brother ?” 2 e., which of the Apostles or Dis- 
ciples called James was the one who wrote the 
Epistle of St. James? The conclusion at which 
he arrives after close inquiry is that he was 
James ‘ the Bishop’’ of Jerusalem, who plays 
a leading part in the Acts of the Apostles, and 
held a position of high authority in the early 
Church. Several nice questions come up here 
as to these “ brothers” of our Lord. Were 
they, as Helvidius thought, the sens of Joseph 
and Mary, or were they, as Jerome held, 
the adopted nephews of Joseph, or 
were _ they, as Epiphanius argued, 
sons of Joseph by a previous or, as 
Theophylact suggests, by a levirate mar 
riage? Many pious theologians and scholars, 
shocked by the thought that the blessed Virgin, 
though married to Joseph, was ever other than 
always a virgin, refuse to believe it possible 
that she became the mother of any one except 
the Lord Jesus, and they adopt unhesitntingly 
the view of Jerome or Epiphanius. Farrar, 
for his part, admits freely that our @ priori 
conceptions would naturally accord with the 
theory of deiparthenia; but he nevertheless 
rejects it entirely, and holds it to bea weak 
and unworthy sort of sentimentalism to look 
upon the Virgin’s becoming the mother of 
children, born in ordinary wedlock, as 
derogatory to her dignity. ‘*The belief [as he 
puts it]in the deiparthenia—of which there is no 
trace in the Church for centuries—had its ori- 
gin in two tendencies, both perilous, both un- 
scriptural. The one—the tendency to exalt 
the Virgin to superhuman dignity—is marked- 
iy. ignored, and even discountenanced, in 

cripture. The other—the tendency to dispar- 
age the wedded state and to exalt celibacy 
into a counsel of perfection—is not only dis- 
couraged in Scripture, but had its root in dan- 
gerous heresies, and runs counter to the ex- 
hee and repeated teachings of Holy Writ.”

Several chapters are devoted to 
an account of the life and character of St. 
James, the Lord’s brother, to the characters 
istics of his Epistle, together with a translation 
and notes and explanations, and to a very full 
and careful inquiry into the seeming contra- 
diction between St. James and St. Paul as to 
‘faith and works.” The learned edi- 
tor holds, in common with all sound 
theologians, that there is no real contra« 
diction, that they were simply looking at 
age ane truth from different points of view. 
St. Paul was dealing with the vain confidence 
of legalism, St. James with the vain confidence 
of orthodoxy, and in this, as in other apparent 
diversity, there is found to be a deep and true 
unity. The Church of God isclad in a gar~ 
ment of many hues. St. Paul, according te 
his gift and mission, dwelt prominently on 
faith; St. Peter dwells much on hope; St. 
John insists most of all on love. But the 
Christian life is the synthesis of these Divine 
graces, and the works which St. James s¢ 
strongly avers to be necessary are the com- 
bined resuit of faith working, of constraining 
love, and of purifying, exalting hope. 

The larger part of the second volume ig 
given to the Life and Works of St. John, (ex- 
cept thas the Gospel of this Apostle is fully 
considered and used in ** The Life of Christ.) 
He narrates the earlier life of the son of Zeba« 
dee, and his life after the ascension, and quotes 
a number of the most curious and interesting 
legends soocareneg the disciple whom Jesug 
loved. In setting forth the general features of 
the Revelation or Apocalypse, Farrar makes 
some striking remarks on the unfortunate ef- 
fect of the books of the New Testament not 
being placed in chronological order. The Rev- 
elation was probably theearliest of St. Jonn’s 
writings, and his Gospel and Epistles the last, 
Much, every way, is lost by neglecting the indi- 
cations ef chronology. ‘‘ Chronological se- 
querce is always of the utmest importance 
tor the ‘right understanding of what a writer 
says. We are always liable to judge of him 
erroneously if we intermingle his writings, 
and put those messages last which he delivered 
first. It is impossible to say how much the 
difficulty in understanding the mind of St 
Paul bas been increased for ordinary readerg 
by the unfortunate arrangement—an arrange« 
ment made on the most haphazard and unin< 
telligent principles—which obliterates the lex 
sons which would naturally spring from the 
right arrangement of his Epistles.” Not only 
so, ** but even greater misapprehensions result 
from the misplacement of the writings of St. 
John. Their present arrangement is due te 
suppositions, which lead to endless difficulties, 
It confuses the value of precious lessons, and 
paves the way for grievous errors, Some 
may think it an exaggeration to say 
that this closing of the Holy Book 
with the Apocalypse has not been without 
grave consequences of the history of Christen« 
dom; but certainly it would have been better 
both for the Church and for the world if we 
had followed the divine order, and if those 
books had been placed last which were last in 
the order of time. Had this been done our 
Bible would have closed, as the Book of God 
to all intents and purposes did close, with the 
gentle and solemn warning of the last Apostle 
* Little children, keep yourselves from idols.’’ 
After a full investigation of all the evidence 
on the subject, Farrar decides upon A. D. 68 
as the date of the Apocalypse. He gives a 
chapter to the state of things in Judea at this 
date, the horrible orgies of blood and crime, 
the increasing terrors, the factions in Jeru- 
salem, the fearful aspect of the world, 
and the like, and then enters at large 
upon the interpretation of this wonderful 
book. He notes the numerous strangeand con« 
tradictory systems of interpretation to which 
the Apocalypse has been subjected, and points 
out the three chief schools of exegesis, viz.: 
the Practerists, who regard the book as having 
been mainly fulfilled; the Futurists, who refer 
it to events which are still wholly future; and 
the Continuous-historical Interpreters, wha 
see initan outline of Christian history from 
the days of St. John down to the end of all 
things. Farrar accords witb the first of these, 
and holds that the Seer of Patmos deals 
mainly with contemporary events. When 
read in this light, as he eloquently urges, the 
Apocalypse “rolls with all its thunder, and 


burns with all its. fires. Over tha 
guilt of Jerusalem, over the guilt ol 
Rome, it hurls the prophecy of _ in- 


evitable doom. Around the diedem of Nero 
and the hydra heads of paganism in its hour of 
tyranny and triumph it flashes the sure wrath 
of heaven. But, like all prophecy, it hag 
springing and germinal developments. It is 
the defiance uttered by true Christianity for 
all time against the tortures, tbe legions, tie 
amphitheatres, the iagots, the prisons, tha 
thumb-screws, the falsehoods, the inquisitiong 
of that demoniac spirit of persecuting in- 
tolerance which, whether it uses the asp poison 
of slander or the sword of murder, is never sa 
irreligious as when it vaunts its zeal for God, 
Though he“wrote in the hour of seeming ruin, 
such is the passionate intensity with which 


the Church of Rome and her manifold crimes 
and corruptions, 1s both wrong and ungener- 
ous toward what he calls “ta sister Church.” 
But, as our limitsdo not admit of details, wa 
cannot enlarge further upon the remaining 
portions of the work, which contain transla- 
tions of the three Epistles of St. John, with 
notes and comments, and some fourteen excur« 
suses on points of interest and importance. A 
few words, however, of a more general char- 
acter may be allowed, as due to the position 
and claims of the versatile Canon and the 
work which he has here accomplished. 

There are several things, we think, which 
must strike every reader and student of Canon 
Farrar’s volumes. Not only does he evidence 
a very wide range of scholarship and investi- 
gation, but he also exhibits to the full all the 
fervor and freedom of the Broad Church school, 
to which he 1s accredited as belonging. He is 
not dominated in any wise by fear or favor of 
men, whether saints of the olden time or doc 
tors and scholars of later date. He is as thor- 
oughly self-pessessed and as confident of bisown 
abllity and preparedness as if he combined in 
his own person ali the ancient fathers and 
critics and the greatest of modern theologians, 
Having command of a flowing, rapid style, 
luxuriant, indeed, in his vocabulary, he shows 
at times marvelous power of invective, as 
well as ability to combine light and shade in 
graphic description, in earnest remonstrance 
against the odium theologicum, in withering 
scorn of sham and pretension in religion. In 
some respects his language has a looseness and 
almost colloquial character. He uses words 
and expressions which one would hardly ex- 
pect in a cultured classical scholar, and it 
would be doing no injustice to his work to say 
that parts of it read very much as if they nad 
been written te be delivered as popular lec 
tures, with all the freedom of speech which 
— lecturers are apt toindulgein. Per. 

aps there is a little too much of this freedom 
of handling grave and serious topics; al- 
though it must be confessed that it gives to his 
writings a freshness and point which are often 
lacking in books on theology. Perhaps, too. 
a little more modesty of tone and spirit would 
render his work more generally useful and ac- 
ceptable; for, after all, refreshing as it is to 
have decision and unhesitatingly sweep out 
of the way those who do not agree with us, 
one cannot help feeling that no one man has 
the right, through specially superior learning 
and ability, to speak im the ar confident 
style which Farrar seems to love, hat these 
volumes, like the preceding ones, will be popu- 
lar in the best sense of the word, we do not 
doubt, and whatever exceptions may be taken 
to portions of their contents, we believe that, 
as a whole, they will do good service to the 
great cause of Christian truth to which they 
are devoted.

The firm aiso announces for immediate issue 
“The New Arabian Nights,” a collection of 
astonishing stories by Louis Stevenson, and R. 
I. Fleishman’s translation of ‘‘ Heine’s Ro- 
mantic Sctool,” 


—It is understood that Canon Liddon will 
be Dr. Pusey’s biographer, and no better per- 
son could have been selected for the responsi- 

le tusk. What Canon Liddon is able to do in 
the way of biography may be seen in the 
memoir of the late Bishop of Salisbury, Dr. 
Walter Kerr Hamilton, published by the Riv- 
ingtons. He is the foremost High Church- 
man in England, and the one on whom, much 
after Dr. Pusey’s sort of influence, his mantle 
falis. 

—Dr. Martineau’s Life of Spinoza has 
just been published by Macmillan & Co.—who 
by the way announce his autobiography. 
They have also about ready a cheap edition of 
Irving’s ‘*Old Christmas” and *‘ Bracebridge 
Hall” in one volume, with Caldicott’s charm- 
ing illustrations; ‘‘Phantasmagoria,’” by 
Lewis Carroll, the author of ‘Alice in 
Wonderland,” and a selection of Grimm’s 
“Fairy Tales,” with Walter Crane’s pictures. 
Francis J. Child, of Harvard 
University, for years has been collecting the 
old English and Scotch ballads, with the view 
of reprinting them for modern readers, pre- 
serving so far as possible their original form 
and purity. Each ballad will have a prefa- 
tory notice, prepared with great care by Prof. 
Child, giving a record of its antiquity and 
origin. ‘Theintroduction will be an essay on 
pallad literature. Messrs. Houghton, Mifflin 
& Co. are toissue the work in a large quarto 
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—Sampson Low & Co. are the publishers 
of books of travel par excellence. Their latest 
work is an account of a journey into Central 
Africa by H. Capello and R. Ivens, officers of 
the Royal Portuguese Navy, who organized 
the expedition in the years 1877-80 under the 
auspices of the Portuguese Geographieal Soci- 
ety and largely through the generous aid ofa 
lady who has kept her name in reserve. It 1s 
a work of scientific authority as wellasof a 
general character, and vividly brings the pecu- 
jiar features of Central and West Africa he- 
fore the public. The volumes are translated 
by Alfred Elwes, Ph. D., and are likely to at- 
tract considerable attention. 

—Dr. James Martineau’s ‘Study of 
Spinoza,” just brought out by Macmillan & 
Co., was originally intended for a place in 
Prof. Knight’s ‘‘ Philosophical Classics,’ but 
so far outgrew the limits prescribed for those 
volumes that it had to appear onits own ac- 
count. This fact, however, has contributed to 
the greater completeness of the book by en- 
abling the venerable author to add a chapter 
on the Biblical criticism contained in Spinoza’s 
‘“*Tractatus Theologico-Politicus,’’?’ The work 
hardly conflicts with Mr. Frederick Polleck’s 
masterly volume on the same subject, on ac- 
count of the wide difference in the points of 
view of the two writers. Dr. Martineau gives 
a large space to Spinoza’s philosophy, discuss- 
ing it under the several heads of logical theory, 
metaphysical system, ethical and political doc- 
trine, religion, and Biblical theology. The 
Macmillans heve the volume just ready.

every citizen of, New-York may consider 
with profit. Mr.:Car.isie is a very likely, 
candidate for Speaker, on the Democratic 
Bide, and should the: scales incline to the 
Democracy, his is probably the best chance 
for election, . He is a.man of decided abil- 
ity, and has always seemed to have the cour-: 
age of his convictions. On financial matters 
he has been wrong, and.should any question, 
arise as to these, his control of the commit-. 
tees and debates of the House would be a 
ymisfortune for the ,country. But it is 
impossible to deny that his views in 
regard to the tariff are shared by 
@ very considerable number of Republicans. 
He says that he is nota free trader, in the. 
extreme sense of the word, but he thinks. 
that after fattening our infant’ industries 
there is.no reason why*we should be asked 
to make them bloated. He simply wishes 
to reduce the present:enormous burdens of. 
taxation by removing those duties on im- 
ported goods which are no longer needed 
for the protection of the industries they 
were originally imposed to favor; and he 
asks for the repeal of the shipping laws. 
These-are not doctrines peculiarly}Demo- 


cratic, and the Republican Party could see 


them considered in the organization of the 
House with quite as much satisfaction as 
they witnessed the antics of Kerrzr in the 
Jast Congress. 


Rumorsare afloat in Orange County which 
may very properly attract the attention of 
those in charge of the canvass of Judge 


pnacy for the Supreme Court in the Second . 


District. They are to the effect, in brief, 
that.Judge Brown, the Democratic candi- 
date opposed to Judge Tracy, and whois an 
adroit and experienced politician, has ar- 
ranged, or tried to arrange, a “‘deal’’ by 
which votes for himself shall be traded for 
votes for the Republican candidate for Con- 
gress. Weshould be very sorry to suppose 
that the latter gentleman has lent himself di- 
rectly or indirectly to any such trickery, but 


those who recall the neculiar circumstances. 


attending the election of Judge Dycxman 
over Judge Tappan, in which Judge 
Brown was reputed tc have had a hand, 
will hardly be incredulous as to his possible 
share in this scheme, if it be really on foot. 
Whatever may be the advantage for the Re- 
publicans in carrying a Democratic Con- 
gressional district, they would be very dear- 
ly purchased by the defeat of Judge Tracy 
for the Supreme Court by any such chican- 
ery as is reported to be contemplated. The 
Republican Party everywhere desires a clean 
and fair election, and can make no ultimate 
gain from trading one candidate at the ex- 
pense of another. 


The suggestion which we made yester- 
day morning—that Mayor Low, of Brook- 
lyn, would be acting in strict and proper 
accordance with the requirements of his 
position if he should take an open stand for 
the non-partisan city ticket nominated by 
the Republican convention—is one which 
bas occurred to a considerable number of 
the supporters of his policy. This ticket 
certainly represents that policy in the 
fullest possible manner, and the oppos- 
ing ticket as certainly does not. The 
Republican ticket is precisely what we have 
called it, non-partisan, and it is named 
wholly in the interest of responsible and in- 
dependent municipal government. It is im- 
portant for that reason that it should be 
elected. Its defeat would be a serious 
check to the cause for which Mr. Low 
stands. Whatever motives he may have 
had for reserve so far—and we have no 
doubt that they have been well consid- 
ered—the open attack on the city ticket 
by the extreme Republican politicians 
changes the situation. It makes a com- 
plete issue between municipal independ- 
ence and municipal servitude to partisan 
politics—and very bad politics at that. 
It is probable thata distinct stand now taken 
by Mayor Low would elect the city ticket. 
His omission to take that stand would un- 
questionably, with many supporters of his 
cause, throw the responsibility for defeat— 
if it were defeated—on him. 

The Republicans of the Twenty-ninth 
Congressional District of this State should 
spare no exertions necessary to insure the 
election of Col. Ancnigz E. Baxter, of El- 
mira, their candidate for Representative in 
the Forty-eighth Congress. Although a 
young man, Col. Baxter has an estab- 
lished reputation as a brilliant and suc- 
cessful lawyer, a political orator of a high 
order of ability, and a tireless laborer at 
all times for the maintenance of Republican 
control in State and national affairs. Should 
he be elected, the district would secure a 
wide-awake Representative, who could be 
relied upon to make his mark in Congress 
and to vote with good judgment and manly 
independence upon all measures. Col. Bax- 
TER was, moreover, a soldier of the Union, 
and while scarcely more than a youth when 
in the service made a record of which he 
and the friends who nominated him may 
well be proud. The district is a Republican 
one, and the Republicans should elect their 


-candidate without fail. 


THE ALTERNATIVE. 

It does not seem possible that any intelli- 
gent person should venture to deny the posi- 
tive advantage to the City of New-York and 
to the varied interests of its people which 


‘would result from the election of the can- 


didates on the Citizens’ ticket. It would 


certainly insure an honest and efficient ad- 


ministration of Municipal affairs, so far as 


the limitations of the charter make efficient 


administration possible, during the term for 
which those candidates: would be chosen. 
Nowhere outside of the mendacious columns 
of the organ of Jay GovuLp does any one 
dare insinuate that ALLAN CAMPBELL would 
not as Mayor adhere to the high standard 
of action which has made his name the 
synonym for efficiency and integrity in the 


administration of public interests and hold. 


himself aloof fromevery political influence 
calculated to swerve him from a straight- 
forward course, 
sufficient recommendation to support and 
confidence in the record which he has made 
in spite of the influences which politicians 
have thrown about the County Clerk’s office. 
Col. Emarons CLARK has a character and 
reputation which place him above the reach 
of calumny or suspicion. The candidates 


for judicial positions are of assured capacity, : 


purity, and independence. Behind these 
men would stand no power with right or 
claim to control or influence their conduct 
save the great body of citizens demanding 
from them nothing but a faithful perform- 
ance of their duties. They would, so far as 
it lay in them, give us an administration 
that would be absolutely safe, efficient, and 
honest. 

Nor would the quality of the administra- 
tion be the only good result. We need a 
reform in the very constitution of our Muni- 
cipal Government, and for this we are de- 
pendent upon the action of the Legislature 


and the approval of the Executive of the. 
We should have a charter plac-: 


State. 
ing the’ management of our local af- 
fairs absolutely in the hands of our 
own citizens. It should put upona Mayor 
chosen by the people full responsibility for 


the execution of the corporate powers of the. 


Municipality, and in order that he may be 
willing to assume such responsibility and 
able to justify it he should be clothed with 


complete and untrammeled authority in the: 


selection of the heads of departments and of 


subordinates of his office. How can the people . 


of this City show that it is for their own 
interest to be endowed with local self-govern- 
ment in a form that shall give them actual 


control of their affairs, except by proving in. 


advance that they are capable of selecting 
the best men for places of power and re- 
sponsibility? Let them do this at the com- 
ing election and they will have fortified 
their demand with an unanswerable argu- 
ment. They will have removed the chief 
ground of opposition, and can say to the 
Legislature and the Governor, we are ready 
for the reform Government and in a posi- 
tion to give assurance of its success. 
Suppose, on the other hand, the candi- 
dates of the Democratic combination should 
be elected. Should we have assurance of a 
good administration to follow? Could we 
even retain that tolerable degree of goed 
government which we now have? We may 
admit the general capacity and good inten- 
tions of Mr. Epson. It is conceivable, 
though not probable. that he would cut him-

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self off from the source of his political being 
and refuse to obey the mandates of the poli- 
ticians through whose bargaining he was 
made a candidate. He might possibly en- 
deavor to act with independence and a sin- 
gle eye to the public good, but he would be 
entangled in the alliance of the three fac- 
tions. He would be surrounded by their 
politicians and the influences which emanate 
from their councils. If he did not yield to 
their demands he would be_ hindered, 
thwarted, and baffled in his efforts. 
The other candidates on the ticket are 
absolutely bad—scheming, bargaining, cor- 
rupt politicians or weak instruments of the 
Tammany despotism. The worst result of 
the election of these men would be the 
restoration to a dominant position in the di- 
rection of Municipal affairs of Tammany 
Hall and its chiefs. Are our people pre- 
pared for such a relapse when their hopes 
are centred on an advance from the ground 
which has been attained since ‘‘ Boss’’ 
KELLY was deposed ? 


But aside from the prospect for the prac- 
tical administration of Municipal affairs for 
the two years to come, the cause of reform in 
the City charter would receive a staggering 
blow by the success of the Democratic com- 
bination. The friends of the right kind of 
reform would not be in a position to 
urge it with the best effect. While 
they could use the argument that the 
best citizens are at a disadvantage in 
all their efforts to secure good government 
under the present system, they could not 
give absolute assurance that they would con- 
trol. elections if the system were changed. 
If they can carry an election now for eili- 
cient and non-partisan government, they 
cam lay claim to a proper basis for its con- 
tinuance, but unless they demonstrate both 
their willingness and their power to take 
their affairs out of the hands of politi- 
cians they may not be able to secure 
a system . whose success would be .abso- 
lutely dependent on _ their doing so. 
What we want and what we. need 
is a non-partisan adminisfration.of Mu- 
nicipal interests. To put them in’ the 
charge of politicians is certainly not a step 
toward that consummation. It would place 
these politicians in a position of advantage 
for shaping any changes to be made in the’ 
charter, and they would certainly endeavor 
to shape them so as to retain, strengthen, 
and perpetuate their own partisan power. 
The defeat of the Citizens’ ticket would be 
a serious set-back for reform in Municipal 
government. The alternative before the 
people of this City is plain. 


THE AMAZEMENT OF CRG@SUS. 

In his famous interview with a Chicago 
reporter, in which Mr. VANDERBILT was 
represented as saying, ‘‘ The public be 
blanked,’’ or words to that effect, the great 
man also gave his views concerning the so- 
called ‘‘ Nickel Plate’ Railroad. Nuturally 
enough, Mr. VANDERBILT had a very mean 
opinion of that piece of property. The road 
was built to compete with the Lake Shore 
railway system, which Mr. VANDERBILT 
controls. If itshould ever be im operation 
betwixt New-York and Chicago, a formida- 
ble rival to the Lake Shore system would at 
once be developed. It be asking 
too. much of a merchant to. ex- 
pect that he should speak enthusiastic- 
ally of a competitor in business who is 
about opening an opposition shop on the 
other side of the street. So when the self- 
satisfied Croesus was asked what he thought 
about the new roa2d on the west bank of the 
Hudson, he said that it was ‘‘ no good.” 
At least, this is the way that the kindly re-. 
porter putit. Probably what the great man, 
really said was that the road was ‘ N. G.”" 
These initials might mean many different 
things in the mouths of many different men. 
But what Mr. VANDERBILT said before he 
reached his famous declaration of ‘‘ the pub-, 
lic,”’. &c., proves that he did mean to 
convey the idea that the Nickel Plate Road 
was ‘‘no good.”’ 


would 


Indeed, going into particulars, he said that 
the road’ was very poorly built, and that he 
knew what he was talking about. ‘‘ Why,’’ 
said he, warming with his subject, ‘‘ who 
would want to risk their necks on a road 
built in the slipshod manner it was -con-; 
structed ?” * Obviously, Mr. VANDERBILT 
would not. He would prefer his own road, 
with New-Hamburg,» Spuyten Duyvil, 
the New-York tunnel, and all the other his- 
torical localities on its line staring him in 
the face. Then Croesus was ready’ to 
bet that the Lake Shore would earn 6 per 
cent. on its capital the first year the new 
road should open, while the Nickel Plater 
would not pay expenses. Did he fear its 
competition? By no manner of means. 


| Had he been asked to buy it? Well, not 


directly, although he thought that he had. 
been approached by people who gave him to} 


understand that if he wanted it he could. 


have it. Did he want it? : ‘‘ No, indeed,’’* 
replied Creesus, ‘‘I do not want it; I have* 
no use for it. My present roads have plenty’ 
to do, but I do not know where I could find 
any business for a road like the Nickel 
Plate.’’ 

There was more of this talk, but the gist 
of it all was that the Nickel Plate was a poor 
and miserable concern, not even formidable 
as a competitor, dangerous for people to ride 
on, and not desirable to be obtained at any’ 
price. The new Cresus has returned from 
his Western trip, and he is amazed to find 
that two wicked Chicago reporters affirm 
that he said, during that jaunt, that the 
public might be—, &c. But he is vastly 
amazed to find that his sons have actually 
bought the worthless, poorly equipped, and 
Was ever a fond 
and confiding parent more shocked by the 
headlong folly of his children? - While Mr. 
VANDERBILT in the West was forcibly de- 
preciating the value of the railway property 
under consideration, denouncing it as some- 
thing that he would have nothing to do with, 
his sons were buying it in the East. What is 
worse, there is a dreadful rumor that these 
misguided young men propose to make a 
present to their father of this worthless 
piece of property. Having bought it for 
a@ mere song, a few millions or so, they 
actually intend to hand it over to their wise 
and shrewd parent. What will he do with 
it? He has said that it was worthless, and 
that he did not wantit. Yet here he is— 
compelied to gulp it down as if it were 
the traditional ‘‘dish of crow’’ so often 
commended to the unwilling palates of 

liticlans. “ Croesus will _be ruined if, he 


takes this poorly built and dangerous road. 
He kas declared that it will run its owner 
in debt; and he will yet be obliged to take 
it, for his well-meaning and dutiful but 
inexperienced sons have taken advantage of 
his absence and have bought it for him. Per- 
haps he will give it to the poor. 

It is said that Jay Gounp was offered the 
Nictel Plate Road, and that while he was 
vieing with VANDERBILT in depreciating the 
value of the property the new Crcesus 
(through the folly of his sons) came into 
possession of the road. Then, we must 
suppose, it was GouLD’s turn to be amazed. 
He must have been amazed to discover that 
Mr. VANDERBILT (or his sons) should con- 
sent to buy a road so worthless and 
undesirable as the Nickel Plate. Jay 
Govutp did not want it. Nobody 
wanted it; and all hands agreed 
in hooting at it as a contemptible rattle-trap 
of 'a concern that nobody would have. 
Curiously enough, the general public have 
a notion that when a stock jobber decries a 
piece of property he wants to buy it. This 
would imply a lack of confidence in the 
stock jobber, it is true. But, somehow, 
there is a popular lack of faith in a stock 
jobber’s word of honor, as it is called. Dur- 
ing the celebrated ‘‘ Western Union deal’’ 
one of the heavy’ operators in that 
stock rolled his eyes heavenward, and 
vowed that he never, never knew 
of any ‘‘deal’’ going on.’ And when it 
came out afterward that he not only knew 
all about it, but was in it up to his ears, he 
went about his business as usual, airily pick- 
ing up his immense profits, just as though 
he was the best and most truthful man in 
the world. By and by it will come to this: 
When Croesus tells the truth he will not be 
believed. Of course, it is a violent, pre- 
sumption that Creesus ever will tell the 
truth when his own interests are involved. 
For'a very wise man had written: “It is 
naught, it is naught, saith the buyer; but 
when he has gone his way then he boasteth.’”’ 

THE PANIC ABOUT FRANCE. 

The Socialistic outbreak in France has 
probably caused more alarm in England and 
in this country than among the French 
themselves. According to the reports which 
the cable brings, the spirit of riot and de- 
struction which broke out among the col- 
liers of Montceau-les-Mines some months ago 
has spread until the peace of society is 
threatened and the authority of the Govern- 
ment defied on every hand. There is a 
secret and powerful ‘‘federation’’ at the 
bottom of it all, it seems, with as many 
heads as the hydra, as many hands 
as Brrarnevs, into whose _ structure 
there enter. such dread components 
as Socialism, Nihilism, Fenianism, and 
dynamite—a bad mixture, obviously... The 
sages of our own land declare that these 
evils are caused by the stock gambling of 
the Deputies and the nasty novels of Zoua. 
The English, who are nothing if not apt 
and accurate interpretersof social and*politi- 
cal phenomena in France, shake their heads 
with impressive solemnity and lay it all to 
the republic, a form of government. which 
is as hopelessin France as it is over here, 
and of whose impotence and hastening de- 
cay this federated and rampant Socialism is 
a sign not to be mistaken. But in case it, 
shouldn’t turn out that way they have pro-. 
vided an alternative hypothesis. - It is Gam- 
BETTA—not Prince KRaPoTKIN—who is the: 
author of the plot. He has planned the 
seizure’ of the Government ‘and the long- 
talked-of dictatorship, using the Socialists 
as his tools, ? 

The singular intelligence and thorough 
understanding of facts which these some-. 
what varying views betray would, in a real 
crisis, prove of inestimable value to the 
French people. But as the civil structure 
of .the republic does not seem to be in seri-; 
ous danger the Government will no doubt 


‘find its own resources adequate for the 


occasion. The power,of the ° federated” 


‘Socialists has unquestionably ‘been greatly 


exaggerated in the dispatches which have 
come across the ocean. There is, no, 
doubt, .a+good deal of discontent 
among . the ; working men.of France. 
is prominent and apparently chronic. in the, 
coal and iron regions of the. South, and it 
is fostered in Paris and all the large cities 
by the preaching of idle fellows who indulge 
in the wildest dreams of social and political 
reform. They invade the congresses of the 
real working men and turn what might 
be ‘ useful assemblies into meetings for 
the discussion of their insane ideas, which 
are too vague to retain the same form two, 
days in succession.. They make a good deal 
of noise, because they are more given to: 
talking than to thinking, and the Govern-. 
ment.allows them a great deal of liberty, be- 


cause, although it does not look upon them 


as altogether harmless, it does not fear their 


“influence. 


If these men of furious speech, with all 
their federations and Nihilistic alliances and 
dynamite bombs, should be so foolish as to 
really attempt a violent subversive uprising 
ona large scale, they would simply dash out 
their own brains against the solid, immova- 
ble body of social conservatism made up of 


‘the industrious, money-saving, hard-headed 


peasantry of France. The peasantry is not 
what it was in the days of the Empire and 
the Commune—a gaping herd of spectators 
of what was going on in the capital. Paris. 
has ceased to be France. There is a na- 
tion now, not simply acity, and the mind, 
the thinking and directing power of the 
nation, is leaving the capital for the prov-: 
inces. . It is absurd to suppose that in the 
France of to-day, ina time of peace and 
great prosperity, a Socialistic conspiracy 
broad enough and deep enough to alarm the 
Government and constitute a real danger to 
the established order of things can exist. 
The character of the steps taken by the Gov- 
ernment and the latest reports we have re- 
ceived show that it does not exist. There 
was the usual ‘‘scare’’ in the somewhat 
emotional circles from which our earliest 
news of French political and social events 
chiefly e#mes, but even that has subsided, 
and awxtety for the safety of the republic is 
apparently confined to those parts of the 
world which lic outside of France. 

It is not, on the whole, surprising that in 
Engiand these reports of social revolt in 
France should be accepted as fresh evidence 
of the instability of the republic. Most 
Englishmen find it hard to disregard merely 
formal distinctions. In their estimation, it 


still makes all the difference in the world 


It, 


whether the bills of the legislative cham- 
ber go to a King or a President for 
the signature which makes them laws, and 
in the case of France they have kept their 
eyes so persistently fixed on the central and 
visible embodiment of power that they have 
taken no note of the source ‘from whence it 
comes. Because the departments hap- 
pen at the present moment to be in 
the hands of a Cabinet of clerks, 
and because the seats in the Chamber 
of Deputies happen to be filled with a heter- 
ogeneous collection of groups who repre- 
sent everything and everybody, but without 
a majority—groups really representative of 
the political sense of the nation—they jump. 
to the conclusion that these things will al- 
ways be so, and as they are admittedly bad 
the republic must be rushing to its doom. Such 
a view takes no account of the steps through 
which a higher form of government is 
evolved fromalower. An empire is not trans- 
formed into a republic in an instant. It 
must pass through periods of experiment, of 
reaction, of contest with old and bad, 
but tough, survivals .of its ‘lower state, 
and it must wait. until time has 
done its work of integration by breaking 
down personal’ cliques and cabals, before 
it can become a homogeneous body with 
complete and smoothly working political 
machinery. These upward steps France 
is taking—many of them she has taken. The 
diffusion and rooting of the republican 
and rational sentiment have been steadily 
going on for a decade. The republic has 
now passed the time when her friends have 
cause for panic in such sporadic demonstra- 
tions of social unrests as have lately been re- 
ported, 


NEWS FROM SPIRIT-LAND. 

An esteemed ghostly contemporary pub- 
lished in Brooklyn in the interests of Spirit- 
ualism has lately given the public some very” 
valuable news from the other world. The 
newspaper in question has apparently lost 
the services of one of its ablest contributors, 
the ancient Roman named Cxiavupius Ap- 
Pius, but it has secured in his place a new 
contributor, who is even more valuable than 
the venerable Roman, and, unlike him, does 
not commit the eccentricity of writing his 
name wrong end first. When it is men- 
tioned that the new contributor is none other 
than Hrram Abirr, the eminent Tyrean 
architect, there is not a Freemason in the 
whole country who will not be surprised and 
delighted. 

Mr. Anrrr, as every one knows, took a 
prominent part in the building of SoLomon’s 
temple. He was assassinated before the com- 
pletion of the temple by three brothers, 
who, if we may trust the revelations of the. 
late WrittAM Moraan of various different 
kinds of memory, must have been named 
by an absent-minded parent who confound- 
ed the duty of naming his children with the 
diversion of declining Latin adjectives. The 
death of Mr. ABIFF was a serious blow to 
the Masonic fraternity of the period, for 
the reason. that he had in his possession the 
word or combination upon which the fire- 
proof safe containing the funds of the fra-. 
ternity was locked, and the” possibility of 
opening it perished with him.

. The inquiries of Dr. E. F. Brusa, attending 
physician tothe New-York Infant Asylum, as to 
the diseases caused by diseased milk, have from 
time totime been noticedin these columns. To 
the last number of the Medical Record he contrib- 
utes a valuable paper on aeute milk poisoning, 
taking ground very similar to that taken bv Prof. 
Kuss in his valuable memoir on the subject, and 
by the committee of the New-York College of Vet- 
erinary Surgeons in a recent report as to the effect 
of tubercular disease in cows on the milk brought 
to the New-York market. According to Dr. 
Brus, in addition to the specific disease of the 
animal deseribed by Kiess and by the accom- 
plished veterinarians of the College of Veterinary 
Surgeons, there are certain causes that render 
milk poisonous which are almost inseparable from 
the conduct of.a dairy farm. In the first instance, 
having been fed on dry food for the whole Winter, 
animals are turned out in the Spring to subsist on 
the full flush of grass, picking up green fruit, eat- 
ing grains that render the milk very albumirous 
and prone to putrefaction, and cropping poisonous 
weeds, as well as drinking water that is stagnant 
and poisonous. These and other conditions regu- 
larly incident tothe conduet of the dairy farm 
render the milk so abnormal that the butter-mak- 
ers will not receive it, and it has to be sent to the 
market in cans to be distributed among City con- 
sumers for consumption as miik.@Dr. Bruss isof 
the opinion that nearly all the cases of infantine 
diarrhea, and manyfof infantine convulsions, are 
due to acute milk poisoning, and should be 
registered as such in our statistics of dis- 
ease; and he gives a record of cases 
which tends to establish his view of the sub- 
ject. Using his own cows for the purpose, he 
bruised the udders of animals, or sections of the 
udder, thus producing what would be styied a 
traumatic garget—a very common trouble with 
cows in the Summer ranging in pasture'lands. He 
found that the milk from the bruised section of the 
udder was stringy, lumpy, purulent, and alkaline, 


while that-of the unbruised sections was decidedly* 


acid. This condition lasted four days after the 


bruising, and to test the effect he gave to an infant . 


in his own family four ounces of the abnormal, 
secretion. The baby was 16 months old, and 
the milk was administered at 5.0’clock in the even- 
ing. After being fed the infant fell asleep and 
slept about two hours, then awoke crying with 
gastric pain, and remained in acute suffering until. 
midnight, when a violent infantine diarrhea super- 
vened and continued foracouple of cays. The 
milk was, of course, immediately discontinued, and 
the infant slowly recovered. Dr. Brusx cites many 
instances in his practice in which he has traced In-: 
fantine disease and convulsions to the immediate 
effect of poisenous milk; and it should be under-: 
stood that in these cases the cattle were not spe- 
cifically diseased, but the disturbance of the milk 


was Cueto temporary disturbanee ofthe nervous - 


system of the animal, such as being driven too rap-: 
idly from the pasture, frightened by whipping and 
abuse, or excited by fighting with other animals. 


Any one of these causes, in the absence of specific * 


disease, is competent to produce such disturbance~ 
of the lacteal secretion as to render it unfit for use 

in infant feeding and very deleterious to the health, 
of adults. In several cases of infants from 10 

to 18 months Dr. Brusa has traced disease, 

convulsions, and death in a few hours to the use of 

milk from excited animals. The convulsions in 

these cases are usually of a tonic cast (not clonic 

spasms) and are very profound and tenacious. In 

-one case the baby died in ten hours; in asecond, 
recovery was only assured by a peremptory stop- 

page of the milk diet and a substitution of beef-tea 

and oat-meal gruel. The agency of milk poisoning 

in swelling the statistics of infant mortality is 

something that,in the opinion of Dr. Brusn, can 

hardly be exaggerated. He proposes no means by 

which these faults may be remedied, but simply‘ 
calls attention to them as facts that should enter 

into legislation on diseased milk, should such legis- 

lation ever be undertaken as suggested by the, 
most astute veterinarians.

The French Dictionary of Commerce refers 
‘to Lyons as the second city of France in respect to 
‘political importance, population, and industrial 
value, and perhaps the first In point of extent of* 
commercial business. Nature seems to have 
marked out Lyons almost equally with New-York 
as a great commercial centre. She stands at the 
confluence of two navigable rivers—the Saone and 
the Rhone. The silk, her staple, manufacture 
dates from the beginning of the fifteenth century, 
and it is a curious fact that France, equally with 
England, is indebted for her progress in textile‘ 
manufacture to exiles. The silk industry came to 
Lyons with Italians, and soon met with royal en-. 
cotragement. From the middle of the sixteenth 
century until 1664 the industry grew rapidly in im-: 
portance, but France having then put a heavy duty 
_on Brazilian sugar, Portugal retaliated by tabooing 
Freneh silk, and Portugal then was a firat-: 
class consumer. This blow, though severe, 
‘was not of very long duration, but the 
revocation of the Edict of Nantes, which affect-; 
‘ed no less than 10,000 industrial families, had long 
&@ most disastrous effect on the French silk trade. 
Six hundred thousand artisans not merely quitted 
France, but enabled other countries to become its: 
industrial rivals. From that time Lyons has had 
very varying fortunes, and at times has been re- 
duced to extreme depression. Its condition since 
1825 has largely depended upon this country, which 
is by far its best customer. Thusa French com- 
mercial authority says that a financial depression 
here in 1825-6 caused 20,000 persons to be on the 
verge of starvation in Lyons. This conveys a liyely 
idea of the extenf to which France 1s enriched by 
this country. If thus affected in 1825, to what ex- 
tent would it not be affected to-day, when the silk 
dresses worn must be as 25to 1. The population of 
Lyons is now about 330,000. Its populace bas fre- 
quently evinced ite rowdy disposition, and the tons,

A Nuremberg inventor has just made public 
& new and interesting process of printing photo- 
graphs in colors, which has been regarded in some 
quarters as much superior to, and destined to super- 
sede, chromo-lithography. The inventor secured 
sOMme surprising results in artistic photography in 
various public experiments recently, and won com- 
mendation from capable critics. His process consists 
in securing six gelatine copies on glass of a photo- 
graph negative. These plates are next painted 
with a combination of five primary tints, including 
agray anda brown. These same tints, in a differ- 
ent combinavion, are next applied to the second 
plate, and so on until there are six different combina- 
‘tions on each plate, which series, the inventor

ing in his photographs. After being colored, thé 
plates are treated with bi-chromate of potash, 
which renders them perfectly insoluble and capa 
ble of being operated with an ordinary lithograph 
press. The great advantage possessed by 
them over the eld chromo-lithography pro- 
cess igs that the color photographs can be 
gesured from them in complete condition in five 
printings, whereas a dozen to twenty separate im- 
pressions are required to produce a chromo-litho- 
graph. Fidelity in copy!ne the original tints of 
color In the object photographed is secured by 
means of a prepared scale, in which every possi- 
ble combination of the five colors is clearly shown. 
By subdividing these five into fifths, the inventors 
has secured no less than 1,600. tints, which have 
been analyzed and reproduced on the scale, so 
that the operator of the coloring apparatus can 
readily discover their component colors. It is 
claimed that three mozrths’ practice is sufficient to 
impart proficieroy in the process'to any student 
ef color photography.

“Milk and whey or water were 
Iways to be had, and we did not wish for more,” 
s says. 


Dr. Vigfusson says that on his father’s farm, 
In his youth, were two Omagi, or poor people, 
who had been allotted to the farm in accordance 
with the Icelandic custom of treating the poor. 
Dne of them was an old woman, the other a young 
pirl of his own age, who became a kind of foster 
sister to him. ‘We drank of the same cup,” he 
writes, “ and ate of the same dish, were clad in the 
same stuff, were made to do all manner of! errand- 
work—now to feteh in a pony, nowasheep ora 
pitcher of water from the brook, or to carry food 
to the farm folk out on the land; in short, we went 
jo anifro like a weaver’s shuttle; in Winter we 
would gather Iceland moss together or sit at home 
gapping verses and ditties, a few of which are just 
pbout toappear for the first time in a volume of 
Icelandic poems, now being printed in the Claren- 
don Press. Not one member of the household ever 
fot the child feel, by word or deed, that she wasa 
pauper.” 


* Passengers aboard a steamer from Antwerp 
ho Harwich witnessed an impressive scene three 
sveeks ago, during a thunder-storm that broke over 
that region.

Paris, Oct. 16.—A very curious subject 
for study is the theatrical career of MM. 
Erckmann-Chatrian, whose vogue with man- 


agers seems to increase in direct proportion to 
the indifference with which their works are 
received by the public, as though the im- 
presarii had made up their minds to cram dis- 
tasteful pieces down their patrons’ throats, 
whether they like or not the dose. Who will 
triumph in this struggle I cannot predict, but 
it must be confessed that these Siamese twius 
ef literature do what they cas to insure the 
discomfiture of their champions. Each drama 
which is adapted from their innumerable ro- 
mances is a little inferior to its predecessor. 
The ** Juif Polonais’? met with some favor, as 
it contained a few elements of interest and 
originality. ‘“L’Ami Fritz’? came:‘on the 
morrow of a disastrous war, and French Chau- 
vinism, not yet utterly dead, was attracted by 
its Alsatian costumes and its pictures of 
peasant life in the lost Prevince; but the 
‘* Taverne des Trabans” was one of the most 
deplorable failures ever recorded at the Salle 
Favart, and ifthe ‘‘Rantzan”’ still keep their 
place in the repertory of the Francais, they 
must thank their clever interpreters for the 
hospitality of Molitre’s mansion, How, then, 
**Madame Thérése” has come to be played at 
the Chitelet is amystery. ‘‘ Madame Thérése” 


is a military drama, and its authors are 
precisely the persons who unite the most 
requisites for not writing a military drama. 
MM. Erckmann-Chatrian have a holy hor- 
ror of war avd warlike things; they have 
passed all their lives in inditing maledictions 
on war; .their ideal is a species of Repub- 
lican Kingdom of Yvstot, where everybody 
sbould wear cotton nightcaps, smoke long 
pipes, and have a plenty to eat and drink, but 
whence all soldiers should be excluded as rig- 
orously as Plato would have banished all sol- 
diers from his ideal State, and to ask them to 
purvey military provender is as inconsistent 
and unreasonable as if you were to send for 
whisky to the office of a total abstinence so- 
ciety. Besides they know nothing of war save 
its havoc and desolations in their stories, 
They never describe aught except the tears of 
widows and the wail of orphans, the ravages 
of bomb-shells and cannon-balls, and if they 
had been consistent with their professions ef 
faith they ought to have refused point-blank 
to transform their novel into a military spec- 
tacle. In itself, this novel is a pretty little 
string, a kind of idyll, which, when first pub- 
lished as one of the so-called *‘ National’ se- 
ries, had considerable success among these 
who were charmed with the quaint sim- 
plicity of its style and the wminutize 
of descriptions, painting customs little 
known; the great traits of war and history 
looked at through a reducing glass had a spe- 
cial savor tor the ignorant. But it is precisely 
on account of this superabundance of detail 
that it was imprudent to transport to the vast 
stage of the Chatelet a plot woven entirely 
with minuscyjar observations, where all inti- 
mate interest must fatally disappear, without 
the possibility of its replacement by the gen- 
eral interest of incidents. Action and synthe- 
sis, not analysis, are needed at the theatre, and 
it is because there is too much of the latter and 
almost a total absence of the former that 
** Madame Thérése’’ must be classed as a fail- 
ure. 

It lacks balance, too, and tact; part of the 
action passes in Germany, and you feel in- 
clined to ask which are the real patriots, those 
Germans whe welcome the French invaders, 
or those who defend their German firesides? 
while the great map of Alsatia displayed in 
one of the scenes induces the reflection that 
shouts of victory are sadly out of place with 
such reminders of defeat as those names of lost 
battles and lost towns hanging before the eyes 
@ the conquering heroes. The historical char- 
acters intreduced episodically are grotesque. 
Field-Marshal Wurmser resewbles a footman 
in livery, and the truculent Saint Jus- 
tice only appears at all to assure Hoche 
that ‘‘thou art a General,” and to in 
form him that ‘“‘his troops will no longer 
go barefooted, as I have wunshod all 
the aristocrats of Strasburg,” which givesa 
chance to anti-republican jokers to remark: 
** Lucky is it for the troops that Saint Justice 
did not.unshoe the democrats.”’ In its beok-form 
the story is as simple as that of Mrs. Inchbald. 
It is told by an old peasant, as a reminiscence 
of his chilahood’s days, when he was known 
as Fritzel and lived with good Uncle Jacob, 
who picked up and took care of and finally 
married a French vivandiére lett for dead on 
the pavement after a skirmish in the strects of 
Anstatt. Fritzei—in the original version—has 
a poodle dog, Scipio, who is a very important 
personage, very tricky and given to sitting on 
the stump of his tail, while the Doctor and 
Lisbeth, the cook, and Mauser, the bee-hunter 
and mole-cateher, listened to the tale of the 
stranger durixg her convalescence. Allof this 
is very nicein the novel, but on the stage it 
woe | seem puerile, and so Fritzel makes way 
for alittle girl, Suzanne, and the poodle disa 
pears altogether, and Theresa, instead of tell- 
ing, is made to act, her story, with the accesso- 
ries of 400 supernumeraries, 40 horses, and 150 
ballet girls, not to speak of much red fire and 
musketry, the whole ending ina sort of apo- 
theosis intended to prove that French history 
only *beganfwith the glorious date of 1793, 
and that M. Camille Rousset was justified in 
proclaiming the invincibility of the volunteers 
of the Revolution. This is slightly at variance 
with history, yet it is well to know that no reg- 
ular troops ever stood the shock of armed mobs 
which chanted with enthusiasm the ‘* Mar- 
seillaise.’”? I regret, though, that Fritzel and 
Scipio are absentees, as without them the ex- 
cellent, yet somewhat prosy country docter 
would never have discovered how much he 
loved the daughter of the regiment, nor have 
been present at the battle of Wissonburg as a 
volunteer surgeon in the French ranks. The 
pretty Frenchwoman does ever so much mis- 
chief by her presence, and if she had not fallen 
with an Austrian bullet in her breast the 
humanitarian verbose Dr. Jacob Wagner 
might have gene on forever a disciple of the 
doctrines of Abbé St. Pierre, and would have 
blessed everybody, friends as well as foes, but 
she did fall, and Jacob’s sentiments were revo- 
lutionized, notwithstanding the earnest advice 
of one of his familiars, Herr Karolus Rich- 
ter, the graadson of an ex-butler of Count 
Salm-Salm, by whom is caricatured the reac- 
tronary party and the pee 0s of monarchical 
coalition against the Republican propaganda. 

Yet Herr Richter and Lisbeth and the 
Mauser are almost supernumeries in the adap- 
tation; they come in and go out, incidentally, 
from time to time, without rhyme or reason, 
and remain mute and inactive up to the 
moment of the dénoument to which, in point of 
tact, they have not inany manner contributed. 
Nor does the military partof the drama makeup 
for the feebleness of the dramatic part; the au- 
thors have made very little out of the situations 
which war might and must create. The hos- 
tile armies never meet but once, when a dozen 
Hulans prance around a hollow square and 

itilessly sabre the hapless foot soldiers. 

very where else the French legions march in 
and march out with drums and trumpets, and 
finally storm a redoubt defended by an invisi- 
bie artillery. Sueh episodes were better man- 
aged when Alexandre Dumas the elder man- 
aged the Theatre Historique, though Alexan- 
dre’s prodigality in those exhibitiens rade 
him a bankrupt. Even the ballets are intro- 
duced absurdly; the first is danced in a village 
oceupied by a battalion of the Sarthe volun- 
teers. The men have just received their pay, 
and naturally want to spend it. ‘How?’ 
asks one patriot. ‘*In buying shirts and shoes,” 
advises their chief. *“‘ Not abit of it,’’ ex- 
claims a festive Sergeant; ‘let us be gay and 
away with melancholy!” And this counsel 
prevailing, forthwith tke warriors club to- 
gether and secure the services of a troop of 

ypsies who happen to be?in the neighbor- 

ood, and at once, out of a back slum of this 
hamlet in ruins, comes a band of ballerine in 
spick span new costumes of silk and satin to 
pirovette and entrechat as merrily as though 
they were on the boards of the Seala. But 
this is nothing in comparison with the extra- 
ordinary way in which the second display of 
choreography is brought about. The Austrian 
staff is cy re hungry; to induce it to be 
patient, ‘Field Marshal” Wurmser—he is al- 
waysso designated, probably to show how 
well the authors are up in German—gives or- 
ders to call ina ballet corps; the ballet corps 
hops in, the officers look at and admire its ca- 

ers, and by 4 strong effect of imagination 
fancy that they have had theirdinnor. To be 
just, though, I must admit that this divertisse- 
ment is marvelously pretty; that its music, by 
Littolf, is charming, and that its costumes re- 
\flect the greatest credif on the taste of M. 
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Dick de Lonlay, by whom they were designed ; 
Grévin himself never imagined anything more 
effective. And now for the plot ot this drama, 
if such a title can be applied to its succession 
of incoherent scenes. 

Simon, an ex-Sergeant of the French Army, 
isa village schoolmaster. Electrified by the 
news of the advance of the ‘‘ hordes of Bruns- 
wick,” he determines to resume his old trade, 
and raise a battalion for the defense of his 
country. Thereis no tocsin wherewith to sum- 
mon his neighbors, so he sets fire to his cottage, 
the peasants rush in, are harangued, volunteer 
enthusiastically, elect the pedagogue as their 
Major, and march out with Petit ayy 9 fees | 
Simon—playing the drum at their head, an 
Miss Theresa Simon, in a sutler’s cart, in rear 
of their column. Major Simon’s career is glo- 
rious, yet short. He has helped to expel the 
invaders, but, when he in turn invades, he is 
killed at Anstatt in the same skirmish where 
his daughter is wounded. Theresa, as I have 
told above, falls into the hands of the best 
of Samaritans. She is cured, and _per- 
suades her savior to elope to Hoche’s Army 
with her. Here she is welcomed most raptur- 
ously, and, having captured the aforesaid re- 
doubt defended by invisible artillerists, retires 
from public life to become Mrs. Dr. Wagner. 
All of this is arranged in a series of 10 tab- 
Jeaus, conscientiously represented in the course 
of five hours, and of which, as the piece is go- 
ing to run, in spite of its demerits, for at least 
six months to eome, I must inflict upon you 
the description: 

(1.) Monsieur Simon’s educational establish- 
ment, with a score or so ef chubby-faced little 
boys busy on their books and studies. Except 
for the costumes, this scene resembles the 
opening one in ‘‘Le Petit Faust.” Miss Lina 
Munte as Madame Thérésa looks very —— 
in her Alsatian bodice. Monsieur Simon 
burns his educatioual establishment; the little 
boys shrink and run away; the neighbors hur- 
rab andrunin; Monsieur Simon is elected a 
Major. 

(2.) This represents the departure of the Vol- 
unteers, eight in number; as a battalion 
these volunteers are not up to the normal 
strength of a battalion, but in ‘* Madame 
Thérésa” valor does not depend upon numbers. 
Here is remarked the appearance of the first 
horse, but ridden by the funny man of the 
piece, Galubet. Galubet looks proud to be on 
horseback, but very happy when he gets off 
te give the animal to his Major. 

(8.) This shows Dr. Jacob Wagner’s dwell- 
ing at Anstadt, and brings forward the first 
appearance of a lively little girl, Suzanne 
Aumont, Fritzel’s substitute, to whom the 
authors have confided the delicate task of talk- 
ing a little on the subject of victuals, for, 
strange to say about any piece signed Erck- 
mann-Chatrian, no one, up to this moment, 
had eaten or drank anythiug. This scene 
might be termed, ‘‘ An idyll around a ham.” 

(4.) **The Battalien of the Sarre.’”’ A very 
effective tableau containing the famous * hol- 
low square,’’ which, as the stage manager 
found the regular formatien too long and com- 
plicated for execution, is in this instance ar- 
ranged as a triangle. Also,the ‘‘ Ballet des Bohe- 
mians.” This ballet does not last long, the 
choreographists possibly thinking it needless 
to over-fatigue themseives for the eight war- 
riors who look on. The population of the vil- 
lage sternly keep their window-shutters closed 
as a mark of disapproval. ‘* Bang !” ‘‘ Bang !” 
isheard, and then the dance ceases; the volun- 
teers group themselves triangularly as afore- 
said, and assist at an equestrian waltz per- 
formed by several ** hussars de la{mort,’? who 
are finally driven out in disorder. Very ef- 
fective indeed is all this, although one is as- 
tonished at the entire absence of casualties 
among the combatants. 

(5.) Here the same scenery is shown, but it is 
supposed to be lighted by the moon; the houses 
are as green now as they were red before; this 
is the effect of: the moon, Enter ‘* Field Mar- 
shal’? Wurmser and his staff, many horses, 
many pandours, Croates, hussars, cuirassiers, 
and many corpses. At the general rehearsal 
the horses walked a little on the corpses, who 
were not pleased; one corpse refused to come 
back, being seriously vexed. Among the dead 
is Lina Munte, prettier than ever, with all her 
back hair down, and in a becoming cantiniére’s 
costume. Major Simon dies here, after a brief 
but soul-stirring discourse, his face illuminated 
with a ray of electric light. 

(6.) We are taken back again to Uncle 
Jaceb’s; nothing is to be remarked here, 
save the extreme accuracy oz the style of 
the furniture. 

(7.) Hoche’s tent is here seen, introduced, evi- 
dently, in order to rehabilitate the memory of 
Saint Just, who gives an indication of his won- 
derful clairvoyance by. assuring the com- 
mander of the Army of the Vosges that 
“theu art a General.’ Here is the incideat 
of the aristocrats’ boots and shoes confiscated 
for the use of the army. 

(8.) The great clou of the entertainment: 
the passage of the mountains by the republican 
forces, horse, foot, and dragoons, with volun- 
teers from Paris. Section dela Croix Rouge 
—grenadiers, voltigeurs, sappers, foot chas- 
seurs, mounted chasseurs, and music. 

(9.) Another clou; the ballet. The arrival 
of the Duke ef Brunswick is awaited, before 
sitting down to dinner, ‘‘ Field Marshal’ 
Wurmser sends for the dansueses, whe po 
through their paces as Houzards of Ziethel, 
with helmets surmounted by a weather cock, 
as Bosniac pandours as Trabans, as cuiras- 
siers of Apspach, who only wore acuirass on 
their breasts, for they were never supposed 
capable of turning their backs upon a foeman, 
as Croates, as Maria Theresa’s hussars, as 
Hulans with yellow chapskas and white kour- 
bas. This is a very beautiful tableau, mar- 
velously framed with scenery. 

In the country covered with smow, a moun- 
tain is seen in the background, and behind 
the mountain a fort; this time the cavalry has 
nothing to do, all the glory is reserved to the 
infantry, which, after a tremendous struggle 
of 10 hours, carries the Austrian position at 
the point of the bayonet, Lina-Munte Theresa 
leading the charge, like Bonaparte at Arcola, 
This tableau is somewhat saddened by the 
demise of Major Simon’s coadjutor, whe was 
much admired during all the piece for his 
boots; but this personage is advantageously 
replaced by Gen. Hoche and staff on horse- 
back, by whom Madame Theresa is warmly 
congratulated and Dr. Jacob Wagner prom- 
ised the Cross of the Legion of Honor, insti- 
tuted, most people thought, some 10 years later 
by the then almost obscure Corsican. Most 
people are delighted thus to find that ordinary 
versions of history are inaccurate. 

Such is this piece of which so much has been 
said and written in anticipation; it has been 
gotten up regardless of expense—something 
like 160,000f. is the figure that I have heard 
named. The new manager, M. Floury, formerly 
the regular scene-painter of the Chitelet, has 
engaged u more than tolerable company. He 
has shown as brilliant properties as those of 
‘* Michael Strogoff,” and he will make money 
with this, the first enterprise of his régime, 
Still it is nota good piece; the most sympa- 
thetic character, confided to the best actor of 
the establishment, is killed off at the end of the 
second act, and there is but one scene which 
gives a chance to any one to display talent— 
the one in which the Doctor betrays the secret 
of his love for the vivanditre. Yet the public 
will crowd to see it, and every seat is pre-en- 

aged for more thana month to come, al- 

hough, when the authors’ names were pro- 
claimed at the end of the first performance, 
the public’s rejoinder was an outbreak of hisses 
and cat-calls.

AMERICAN CHEESE IN ENGLAND.

Just before the rising of Parliament the 
attention of such members as still remained in 
town was incidentally directed to the manufacture 
of Ameriean cheese. Much of the cheese sent to us 
across the Atlantic, it was insinuated, was only a 
more solid kind of oleomargarine, genuine curds 
being the least important of its constituents, and 
various mysterious kinds of fat contributing much 
the largest proportion to its bulk. Since then it 
has happened that from one cause or another the 
mavufaeture of cheese has become the subject of 
eonsiderable public discussion om both sides of the 
Atlantic. The Americans complain of an in- 
crease in the production of Europe, and 
especially of England; and the English farm- 
ers in the cheese-making counties, while 
mourning over the crushing’ effect of 
American competition, are making an attempt to 
recover their lost ground. Asa matter of faet, the 
competition of the American cheese factories never 
has been very crushing. Whenever our food im- 

orts are in question the English farmer cries out 
before he is hurt. Instead of refusing to aeknowl- 
edge when he is:beates, he considers himself to 
have suffered irreparably from the first blow. 
American cheese began to take a high place in the 
English market 15 or 20 years ago; but just in pro- 
portion as it became more popular the best kinds of 
cheese made in our own dairies began to realize a 
higher price. Twenty years ago excellent Cheshire 
cheese could be bought at 8d. a peund; butsix years 
later, when the production had fallen off, not so 
much in consequence of American competition as 
because farmers found it very profitable to dis- 
patch their milk to the large towns, it realized 10d. 
and 1ld. 4 ponnd. At the present day the hest 
makes of English cheese sell at from 70s. to 805. a 
hundred-weight in the dairies. Occasionally a first- 
Class consignment from one of the Ameriean fao- 
tories will bring almost equal prices; but this is 
very exceptional, and there jis no reason to doubt 
that if the Euglish farmers maks realiy rood cheese, 
in whatsoever quuntities, they can dispose of it at 
en which would have seemed exceptionally high 

m the days before American competition was 
heard of. There is one good reason why cheese 
made in the American factories will never detract 
from the popularity of Cheddar or Cheshire or 
Stilton. The Amerioans can imitate English cheese 
admirably in appearance, but not in Aayore 


THE OUTLOOK IN BROOKLYN 
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REPUBLICAN CHANCES LOOKING 
DECIDEDLY BRIGHT. 
OVER-CONFIDENCE ABOUT THE ONLY DANGER 
—HOW THIS IS GUARDED AGAINST— 
COMPARING THE QUALIFICATIONS AND 


THE CHANCES OF THE DIFFERENT CAN- 
DIDATES. 


Over-confidence of success is about the only 
danger that at present threatens the local Repub- 
lican ticket in Kings County, So far the enthusi- 
asm, or, as the politicians sometimes call it, the 
“ hurrah,” has been all on the side of the Repub- 
licans. The politicians of the party, having in 
mind the reorganization of the Democracy in the 
county, and fearing evil results locally from the 
bitterness engendered by the Saratoga Convention, 
took only aslight interest in the make-up of the city 
and county tickets. Exceptionally good nominations 
were the result. Some Stalwarts and some half- 
breeds found places on the tickets, but nothing of 
factional spirit entered into their selection. The 
qualifications looked for in the nominees were 
such a3 would commend them to the voters gen- 
erally, rather than to any faction. Starting out 
with good nominutions, there was a fair chauce of 
success, even should the Democrats piace 
exceptionally strong men in the _ field. 
When, however, the nominating conventions of 
that party met and proved to a demonstration that 
the much-talked-of reorganization was a fraud by 
placing only such men in nomivation as were pleas- 
ing to Boss MeLaughlin and his lieutenants, Re- 
publican stock took a great jump. The old war 
between the Boss and the Independent Democrats 
had broken out with renewed bitterness. Every 
day brought news of some new Democratic disaf- 
fection, untilone would think that the only ques- 
tion remaining to be settled at the polls was the 
exact size of the Republican majority. 

All this was not without its effect on the faction- 
ists among the Republicans. ‘The platform unani- 
mously adopted by the Executive Committee of the 
Republican General Committee, setting forth that 
national or State politios had no legitimate place 
in local elections, was forgotten, and pledges began 
to be asked. Threats were openly made that un- 
less certain candidates declared themselves in 
favor of the Republican State ticket they would be 
cut by the Stalwarts. The latter seem to be of 
opinion that these threats may be safely 
used as a lash to bring votes to Foiger, 
The wisdom of that opinion is easily proved. It 
will be at once admitted that no candidate on the 
city or county ticket would have the slightest 
chaneo of election if he were opposed by the Young 
Republican Club. When the club was formed one 
of its chief objects was to bring about muni- 
cipal reform and the absolute divorce of 
State and national politics from the issues involved 
in loeal elections. The candidates against whom 
the Stalwart threats were directed stand upen just 
that platform and received the special indorse- 
ment of the club. Te vote against these men is to 
antagonize the spirit which induced many Demo- 
crats to sever party ties in order to elect Mayor 
Low; itis te assault the Young Republican Club 
directly and to strike down the ehief principle 
which called it into existence. It can be set 
down as certain that theclub will resent any 
such assault. With every disposition to give 
a hearty support to the whole local 
Republican ticket, the most efficient means will be 
taken to punish quickly and at once any attempt 
to sell out the men, or any of them, who stand for 
the principle of home rule in Brooklyn and muni- 
cipal reform. Even the politicians will admit that 
the members of the Young Republican Club are 
not novices. Five thousand votes can easily be 
held back on election day until the afternoon, and 
should the workers or friends of any Republican 
candidate attempt to trade any other Republican 
candidate, the candidate in whose interest thea 
trade is made will be deprived of 5,000 Republican 
votes. Every candidate on the Republican county 
and city tickets can be triumphantly elecied. but 
to bring about sueh aresult there must be united. 
vigorous, and harmonious action among Repubiil- 
ans of all shades of opinion on State and national 
matters, 

The prospect at present is most encouraging. 
Col. Samuel Richards, whe heads the county 
ticket, is making a canvass that contrasts strongly 
with that of his oppeagent, Mr. Carroll. The latter 
is engaged in what Gen. Slocum, the 
bridge and bob-tail car candidate for Con- 
gressman at Large first called a ‘still hunt.”” The 
General tried the “still hunt’? once in New-York 
State, and, notwithstanding the fact that he was 
buried under an overwhelming Republican major- 
tty, he continues the hunt in the hope that 
some day his oravinpg will be satisfied. 
In Mr. Thomas Carroll’s case, the phrase 
has a realistlo meaning. He is making what 
is known in polities asa “gin mill’’ canvass. He 
seeks the disaffected Democrat in his lair, and by 
a@ liberal expenditure of mosey, which he got 
from the county, tries to create the im- 
pression that he is a ‘gooa fellow’ and ought 
to be re-elected. How desperate Carroll's 
case is may be judged from the fact that his friends 
circulate rumors to the effect that Col. Richards 
used his position, while et Commissioner of 
Police and Excise, to conciliate liquor-dealers with 
a view ef having their support when he ran for the 
offiee of Register; that Col. Rodney C. Ward, Col- 
leetor of Internal Revenue, bad used his position to 
secure the support of liquor-dealers for Col. Rich- 
ards, and, lastly, that the Police forze was beiag 
used toforward the interests of the Repubiican 
candidate. That these rumors are without any 
foundation in fact is a consideration so trifling to 
Mr. Carroli’s friends that they consider it 
of no moment. The day is gone by, how- 
ever, when such a canvass can be made 
effeetive iu Brooklyn. Col, Richards concerns 
himself neither with Mr. Carroll nor the calumnies 
by which his opponent hopes to profit.

Heisalarge manufacturer and a man of 
fine executive ability. Messrs. Alexander Forman 
and Joseph C. Hacker, the Republican candidates, 
respectively, for Controller and City Auditor, rep- 
resent in an ospecial sense the movement now in 
progress to exclude municipal matters altogether 
from the arena of politics.

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TWO CREMATIONS IN ENGLAND. 
From the Pali Mall Gazette. 

Mr. William Robinson, Manston House, near 
Blandford, Dorset, sends to the papers an account 
of the cremation of two bodies in that county a 
few daysago: “On Sunday evening last, the 8th 
day of October, the body of Mrs. Hanham, wife of 
Capt. Hanham, was reduced to ashes by fire at this 
place. The following evening, the 9th of Oetober, 


the body of Lady Hanham, wife of the late Sir 
James Hanham, Baronet, of Dean's Court, in this 
county, aod mother of Capt. Hanham, was also de- 
composed by fire. Mrs. Hanham died in July, 1876, 
of cancer; Lady Hanham in June, 1877, in her 
ninetieth year. ‘ies. Hanham expressed to her bus- 
band and various friends her wish that her body 
should not be buried but reduced to ashes in this 
manner, and Lady Hanham desired that hors 
should share the same lot as that of Mrs. Hanham. 
Capt. Hanham, respecting these wishes, deter- 
mined to carry them out in the face of all difficul- 
ties. These are numerous, owing to the fact that 
no public body exists in this kingdom 
which carries out cremation, and _ those 
who desire to execute the wishes of 
their relations in such a case are driven to seek 
aid in foreign countries at an amountof troubie 
and expense which make it impossible for most. 
With the view of avoiding some of the preliminary 
difficulties, the bodies were not buried, but kept in 
a strongly built mausoleum of good design in the 
grounds. The cremations were carried out in a 
simple and inexpensive furnace, not only without 
any nuisance to the neighborhood, but without the 
slightest unpleasantness to those who stood, within 
two feet of the white flame which promptly re- 
solved the bodies to their harmless elements. 
Though done under many difficulties, not one of 
which need ocourif the practice were organized 
among us, the act was well and quickly done in 
each instance, nothing being left but perfeotly cal- 
cined bones. The tragments of the larger ones 
looked like frested silver, and they broke at a teuch. 
Tne ashes of each ane were eollected with great 
eare and placed ina large china bowl, in whick 
they will remain until urns of an approved form 
are ready; then they will be moved to the mauso- 
leum among the trees on the lawn. Compared with 
the contents of such Roman and other urns as I 
have seen, the ashes are greaterin amount and 
much more perfectly reserved. This was 
owing to complete an uick combustion, 
and to the body being kept from direct contact 
with the fire. Every part of the bony structure is 
represented in the ashes, but without any definite 
form which would make them reeognizable to any 
but experts. In size the remains vary from pieces 
one and a kalf inches long to ashes and fine dust. 
Eacn body was, since decease, (five and six years 
ago, respectively.) incased in a strong elm coffin. 
and thatinalead one. Theiead was only adopted 
because the bodies were placed ona stand in the 
mausoleum, and to prevent the violation of sani- 
tary laws. The eoffins, lead and all, were placed in 
the furnace on fire-brick and iron plates, which 
allowed the flames to play freely up, but prevented 
the ashes from falling into the furnace below. 
Thus the shells had to be consumed before the 
bodies, compelling the use of greater heat and 
longer time than usual, so adding another obstacle. 
The lead soon ran through the furnace into the 
ashpits, and the white flames played around the 
strong elm shell until that fell at white heat over 
the body, of which about one hour afterward only 
the ashes remained. Among the few who wit- 
nessed the process in each case was Dr. Comyns 
a medical officer of healt for the Sturminster 
District.”

France) obev it as little as they 
can. They are atraid and ashamed of it. There 
is not an enlightened juryman Who consents to 
sign a verdict whence the punishment of death is- 
sues, It is no longer an angel, itisa . Here 
we are stopped and told, ‘The punishment of 
death is more pewerful than ever. The two 
worlds adoptit. It isso little dead that it kills. 
Arabi is to be shot.’ This language surprises, but 
toakes us not uneasy. No, civilization is net bar- 
barism. No, savagery is not its present justice. 
No, civilization does not kill a man, as the old soci- 
eties did, without exactly knowing why. No, it 
does not begin the great work which will fill the 
twentieth century with an act which is an enigma 
for those who commit, and for those who see it 
committed, acrime. Ne.” 
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THACKERAY AND FIELDING. 
From the London Daily News. 

While many much smaller men, persons in- 
finitely little in fact, have lately been glorified with 
monuments, Henry Fieldimg has been neglected. 
That great and manly genius, that unsurpassed 
master;of his art, needs no memorial but his works 
and the affectionate regard which every lover of 
letters bestows upon his name. Butif there are 
to be monuments, Fielding should have one, and 
we are pleased to learn that a bust of the novelist 
is to be executed (by Miss Thomas) and erected in 
the Shire Hallat Taunton. Fielding was a Somer- 


set man, and it seems that the Tauaton Shire Hall 
is the prytaneum of the county—" shire,” in the ease 
of Somerset, it seems that we must not say. Mr, 
Thackeray is said to have wished that Fielding 
shouid be thus honored. The genius of Thackeray 
Was more melansholy, more modern, more refined 
than that of Fielding, but the two great writers 
bad muchin common. Both were men of letters; 
both wrote, not inspired by humor and knowledge 
of mon alone, but as scholars familiar with the lit- 
erature of the past. Both had heard the chimes at 
midnigbt. Both had hearts not unforgiving to men 
like Tom Jones, whese love of play and drink, to be 
sure, they condemned, but whose infirmities they 
regarded with rather lenienteyes. It doesnot seem 
that we are growing too fine for Fielding. He was, 
it must be admitted, a man’s author, not a woman’s. 
We do not expect ladies to be very fond of Miss 
Segrim, and the philosopher Square, or to chackle 
over the fun of “Joseph Andrews,” which is per- 
haps the most boisterously amusing book ever 
written. Fielding isa writer formen. An Ameri- 
can student has said that women now are the read- 
ing public, and there is a geod deal of truth in the 
remark. They have more time at their disposal 
than men, and they have generally read less in 
their younger days, for they are dancing while 
mon are plodding at the Universities through Mill 
and Bacon, Aristotle and Thucydides. Men read 
so much in the years of student life, or In the years 
between 18 and %, that when they go down into 
the lists of the world’s war they feel as if they 
could be moderately happy without reading 
much more. But women take to serious read- 
ing rather later in life, and certainly in this 
country, as in America, are among the 
chiet patrons of hooks. Thus we might 
expect the fame of Fielding and his vogue to 
languish, but they seem to flourish very well. His 
works may be had in the cheapest possible editions, 
or may be read with awful pomp in the latest édi- 
tion deluxe. None ef the novelists wear so well 
Some stupid people think Scott ** slow,” others are 
too dull for Dickens; but all who read Fielding at 
all admit and proclaim his pre-eminence, the vigor 
and delightful quality of his style, his force, his pa- 
thos, his honest genial thoughts about life. his 
knowledge of the world, his love of zood women 
and brave men. His people are still our friends, as 
much our friends as Colonel Newceme is, or they are 
butts we regard as kindly as we de Captain Costi- 
gan. And when is Thackeray to havea monument, 
he whose name comes xaturally to our minds with 
that pleasant English name of Harry Fielding? 
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ASSES’ MILK FOR CHILDREN. 
From the London Globde. 

In the Paris Academy of Medicine M. Par- 
rot has recently called attention to some remarka- 
ble results obtained in the Hépital des Enfants- 
Assistés, of Paris, in feeding delicate children with 
asses’ milk, Many of the infants brought to that 
hospital have diseases which forbid their being 
suckled by nurses (whom they would soon : infect.) 


Hence the feeding-bottle was formerly used for 
them; but, spite of great care, the endeavor to 
foster the small vital force of these children was 
of little avail. Direct application to the 
udder of the animal was then tried. At 
first the infants were thus fed with geats’ 
milk, but it was soon found that asses’ 
milk was greatly preferable, and all are now fed 
with that, one, two, sometimes even three, infants 
being held to the animal’s udder at once. The 
nurses do this with great ease. The results of the 
treatment appear well from the figures cited. 
During 6 months 86 infants having congenital and 
contagious diseases have been treated in the hos- 
pital nursery. Of the first 6, fed with cows’ milk 
in feeding-bottles, only 1 was cured. Of 42 fed at 
the goat’s udder 8 were cured, while 34 died. Of 
88 fed at the ass’s udder 28 have been cured, 
while 6 have died. The virtues of asses’ milk 
have beer appreciated some time in France. For 
many years (we learn from /a Nature) Paris and 
the large towns have been visited every morning 
with troops of she-asses, brought in to supply their 
milk for invalids. It is said the use of the milk was 
introduced by Francis I., who, reduced to a very 
weak state and a despair to physicians. was in- 
duced by a Jew from Constantinople te take asses’ 
milk, and thereby got well again. This milk has 
much less of plastic maiters and butter than goats’ 
or cows’ milk. and is easily digested. M. Parrot 
notices the practical advantege in the case of suck- 
ling froma the aas, in that the animal is so easily 
fed; itis centent with the peorest fodder, The 
goat suffers from a diet that laeks variety, and in 
the city its milk isnot whatitisin thecountry. The 
asses kept at the hospital referred to are in stables 
adjoining a field, in which they generally pass part 
of the day. It may be mentioned, in fine, that 
weekly statistics for Paris have lately presented 
the unwonted fact of am exeess of 200 and 240 
births over the deaths. :

There isaciass of women, with young children, 
who cannot pay even Miss Leggat’s prices, left 
widows with no means of support, and whom I 
have.sean applying at Orphan Asylum and Nursery 
to have their children boarded while they went 


out to some kind of service to earn the money to 
pay the board, which is all right; but suppose 
they fail, as I have seen them, to get a child taken 
in either place from its being too young to be 
taken in one and the ether aiready full, what is 
the woman to do? In the far North-west she 
could find a place in household service 
with her child, while here in New-York it 
would be exceedingly difficult. And where is 
she to stay while trying to find something to do. 
The Soeiety of the Home of the Friendless does all 
it can, both women and children being taken there, 
but they cannot take all that need to be put im the 
way of becoming self-supporting. I know other 
societies who do all they can for women as well as 
childrear, but there is still a great need for a free 
home for respectable wemen, especially widows. 
An effort is being made to have a receiving home 
for women established in Washington Territory, 
something like the Marchmont Home for Children

CONCURRENT RESOLUTIONS. 

Proposing amendments to article seven of the Com 
stitution, and providing for the abolition of tolla 
on the canals and the maintenance thereof by 
taxation. 

Resolved, (if the Senate concur,) That section tnird 
of article seven of the Constitution be amended so as 
to read as foliows: 

Sec. 3. The first and second sections of this article 
having been fully complied with, no tolls shall here- 
after be imposea on persons or property transported 
on the canals, but all boats navigating the canals, and 
the owners and masters thereof, shall be subject to 
such laws and regulations as have been or may here- 
after be enacted, concerning the navigation of the 
canals. The Legislature shall annualiy, by equita- 
ble taxes, make provision for the expenses of tha 
superintendence and repairs of the canals. The 
canal debt contracted under the section ft erepy 
amended, which, on the lst day of October, eighteen 
hundred and eighty, amounted to eight million 
nine hundred and eighty-two thousand two hun 
dred dollars, shall continue to be Known as the 
“canal debt, under article 7, section 3 of the Constita. 
tion;” and the sinking fund applicable tothe payment 
thereof, together with tre contributions to be made 
thereto, shall continue to be known as the “canal deb{ 
sinking fund,” and the principal and Interest of said 
debt shali be met as provided in the fifth section oi 
this article. All contracts for work or materials on 
any canal sha!l be made witn the person who shall 
offerto door provide the same at the lowest price, 
with adequate security for their performance. Na 
extra compensation shall be madetoary contractor, 
but if, from any unforeseen cause. the terms of any 
contract shall prove to b+ unjust and oppressive, ihe 
Canal Board may, upon the appiication of the con- 
tractor, cancel such contract. 

Resolved, (if tne Senate concur,) That section five of 
article seven of the Constitution be amended so as to 
read as follows: 

Szc. 5, There shall annually be tmposed and levied a 
tax which shall be sufficient to pay the interest and 
extinguish the principal of the canal debt mentioned 
in the third section of this article as the same shall 
become due and payable, and the proceeds of such 
tax shall, in each fiscal year, be appropriated and set 
apart for the sinking fund constituted for the pay- 
ment of the principal and the interest of the afore. 
said debt. But the Legislature may, inits discretion, 
impose for the fiscal year beginning on the first day 
of October, eighteen hundred and ejfghty-three, a 
State tax on each dollar of the valuation of the 

roperty in this State which may by law then 

subject to taxation, sufficient with the ace- 
cumuiations of the sinking fund applicable thereto 
to pay in full both the principal and tnterest of the 
canal debt before mentioned, and the proceeds of 
such tax shal! be appropriated and set apart for the 
sinking fund constituted for the paynient of the prin, 
cipal and the interest of said debt. In the event of 
such action by the Legislature, then the Legislature 
shall, underthe law directing the assessment and 
levy of such tax, make such provision for the retire- 
ment of the canal debt as it shali deem equitable and 
just to the creditors of the State. 

Resolved, (if the Senate concur,) That section six of 
article seven of the Constitution be amended 80 as to 
read as follows: 

Sec. 6. The Legislature shall not sell. lease, or other~ 
wise dispose of the Erie Canal, the Oswego Canal, the 
Champlain Canal, the Cayuga and Seneca Canal, or 
the Black River Canal, but they shall remain the prop- 
erty of the State and under its management forever. 
All funds that may be derived from any lease, sale, or 
other disposition of any canal shail be applied in pay- 
ment of the canal debt mentioned in the third section 
of this article. 

Resolved, (if the Senate concur,) That the foregoing 
amendments, having been referred by the last Legis 
lature of this State to the present Leyis!ature, and have 
ing been published for three montha previous to tha 
time of the last general election of Senators, in con 
formity with section lof article 13 of the Constitue 
tion, are hereby submitted to the people for their ac 
tion at the next genera! eiection of this State.

ISEDSON A GRAIN GAMBLER

WHAT MR. PARTRIDGE, OF THE 
PRODUCE EXCHANGE SAYS. 

STRONG LANGUAGE IN REGARD TO THE 
DEMOCRATIC NOMINEE FOR MAYOR— 
HI8 METHODS AS AN OPERATOR IN GRAIN 
—TESTIMONY BEFORE THE SENATE COM- 
MITTEE ON CORNERS AND FUTURES. 

While the polit#eal friends of Mr. Franklin 
£dson were closely canvassing the commercial dis- 
trict of the City for signatures to the * testimonial” 
pledging votes to Mr. Edson they encourtered 
numberless obstacles. Many members of the Pre- 
duce Exchange bluntly refused to have anything to 
do with the ‘testimonial,’ and notafew hada 
word or two to say as to the fitness of 
_Mr. Franklin Edson for prominent position 
in‘ the Municipal Government. The canvass- 
ers in the heat of the Jast days of their 
work, disheartened bythe insignificant results of 
the constant and vigorous labors which have ex- 
tended over about a fortnight, presented the “ tes- 
timonial’’ to Mr. Charles Partridge, of Partridge & 
Smith, No. 43 Front-street. Mr. Partridge is one 
of the most prominent members of the Produce 
Exchange, and has been so for more than 20 years. 
Mr. Franklin Edson’s canvasser importuned Mr. 
Partridge to subscribe to the sentiments 
of the “testimonial” and pledge his vote to 
Mr. Edson. Then he wished he hadn’t called. Mr. 
Partridge, havingtread the * testimonial,’”’ handed it 
back, with the remark: “I can’t place my name to 
any such document as that; no honest, consci- 
entious man who knows Franklin Edson can in- 
dorse it. Franklin Edson is a gambler—gambling 
unscrupulously in the products of the country, at 
the expense of the best interests of the publie, and 
to the ruin of legitimats trade. Ica t indorse 
him; I shall not vete for him; I hope that he will be 
defeated. Hecares nothing for the sense of jus- 
tice; his methods are and have been for years those 
of the gambler, Simon Pure. In this way he sup- 
ports himself; in this way he has accumulated his 
wealth.” 

Mr. Partridge had nothing more to say, and the 
testimonial ana the canvasser In mutual silence 
went out to the street. Friends of Mr. Edson 
thought it not unwise to attempt to convert Mr. 
Partridge to their way of thinking, but he was not 
to be shaken from his determined position. He 
knew what he was talking about, he said, and he 
proceeded to call attention to the fact that previ- 
ous to 1879 legitimate methods were the rule in 
trade, so far as control of the crops was concerned. 
In 1879 Mr. Franklin Edson was President of the 
Produce Exchange. Then a change came over the 


condition of things. ‘'Futures,” ‘puts’? and 
“ calls” and “ corners’ were introduced to notice. 
Gambling in food predusts assumed monstrous 
proportions. And looking carefully ever the facts 
connected with the new and bad departure, Mr. 
Partridge dia not hesitate to charge that among 
the men chiefly responsible for the vicious change 
was Mr. Edson. This view was not one sud- 
denly assumed by Mr. Partridge. He had been out- 
spoken always against gambling transactions on the 
Produce Exchange. He was ene of the principal 
gentlemen whose testimony was taken by the spe- 
cial Senate commitiee appointed last Winter to 
investigute “the system of making corners and 
dealing in futures with reference to its effects upon 
commerce and its inflaence upon the public wel- 
fare.”’ To this committee Mr. Partridge declared 
that the new methods—the methods of Edson and 
suck men—were he said ruinous to trade, because 
the legitimate rules of trade are set aside, and 
prices are arbitrarily put up and down any day 
they please: and the millers throughout the coun- 
try and the trade here know not what a day might 
bring forth in prices; it depends upon these 
men whe hold the wheat; legitimate trade 
cannot liye in competition with gambling. 
He cailed this way of doing business gambling, 
because he did not know what other name to give 
it. ‘It can’t be for use,” he said, ‘‘some of these 
futures go through the hands of 50 men, and each 
man expects to make something on them, and not 
a kernel of wheat of these options and futures is 
delivered; it is settled by paying differences in 
price—there is nota delivery in this whole option 
business; it is a bet on the price of wheat a month 
or three months future; they pay the difference; 
the result is that for the last three years flour in 
the market has been from $1 to $2a barrel higher 
than if this gambling had not been permitted.”’ 

“ How much per cent. do you believe the cost of 
breadstuffs is enhanced by reason of illegitimate 
speculation?’ he was asked. 

** At certain times in 1879, and since then, 50 cents 
per bushel on wheat; the average would be about 
25 cents per bushel on wheat, and $1 to $2 per bar- 
rel on flour,”’ was his answer. 

Mr. Partridge supported his statements and 
views with exhaustive statistics and by the quota- 
tions of admitted facts. 

Another witness examined by the investigating 
committee was Mr. Franklin Edson. He explained 
that he was arm ex-President of the Produce Ex- 
change, and proceeded to show the jlegislators that 
“corners” and such things were not the bad affairs 
which an unenlightened public foolishly supposed. 
He dismissed the silly outery against corners with 
the remark that the question was one with ‘* two 
sides.” A corner in grain, he remarked, would en- 
bance the price of breadstuffs temporarily; at the 
sume time it gives the producer so much more tor 
the produce which he raises on his farm. He 
eouldn’t understand why anybody should look 
upon the ruling methods of speculation in bread- 
stuffs as a “national calamity,”’ President Jewett, 
ofthe Erie Railroad, having used that term in 
testimony given upon this subjeet. Mr. Edson said: 
“1 don’t think I could say that it is a national 
calamity by any means; I don't see why it should 
be called a national calamity, for the reasoa that I 
den’t believe, or, in other words, I do believe that 
most people in this country have a desire to be- 
come rich quickly when they start outin the world, 
and if they undertake to de that in grain, that is 
unfortunate; but they are justas likely todo thatin 
stocks and other things as they are in graim: in 
other words, Ithink we are born speculators, and 
we are quite likely to indulgein speculative tenden- 
cies in grain and we desire to follow it up.” 

Such a system of specuiation might have no good 
effect upon business, but he was doubtful as to 
whether it hed any demoralizing effect. He was 
willing to admit, however, that it was “a species 
of gambling—a species of betting on the price of 
rrain at some future time.” He haa thought the 
matter all over, and when asked if he deemed it 
for the public good to enact a law forbidding 
** corners,” remarked that to him it did **not seem 
possible to enact a law which would not be more 
demoralizing in its effects than a few ‘corners’ 
which may ever be made in grain.” 

Mr. Edson reached the climax of his testimony 
by naively suggesting that his information in the 
matter led him to believe that gambling was realiy 
a cure for gambling. **A man who undertakes to 
*corner’ ion grain,’ he explained, “ usually gets cor- 
nered.” It was necessary for a man to stop short, 
or else be very, very careful.

THE ONE HUNDRED AND FOURTEENTH YEAR 
OF THE JOHN-STREET CHURCH. 


The one hundred and fourteenth anniversary 
of the dedication of the John-street Methodist-

D.; {the Rev. W. L. Phillips, the 
ev. Henry Baker, the Rev. N. G. Cheney, and 
residing Elder Burch occupied the platform. Dr. 
Buckley said that though 114 years seemed a very 
ng time, and the Church was really old fer this 
fart of the world, yet it was eomparatively young. 
be Roman Catholics orthe Episcopalians, for in- 
jtance, might consider Methodism in its youth; 
outif it was youngit was active, and had gained 
she respect of even the Roman Catholics. The 
speaker once heard a Roman Catholic Bishop say 
that the principal card the devil was playing in the 
aineteenth century against the Church of God was 
Methodism, which showed that the Catholics were 
beginning to fear the spread of Methodist theology. 
The Rey. Dr. Buttz said that Methodism now lived 
Germany, the home of Luther; in Switzerland, 
France, the land of the Huguenots, and in 
America. ‘ Yes,’ said Dr. Buckley, “and it lives 
jn Reme, and so near the Vatican that if the Fope 
ens his windows on Sunday he’can hear the 
Hettioaist songs of praise.’? “*Thank God for 
hat!” ejaculated a gray-haired Methodist from 
the boay of the house devoutly.

A HINDU CRANK’S MISSION.

ARRESTED FOR ATTEMPTING TO TAKE POS- 
SESSION OF A FIFTH-AVENUE PULPIT. 
Patrick J. Carew Lackensteen, a Hindu, who 
wore adirty red fez, was detained yesterday at the 
Mercer-street station-house on the charge that he 
was asuspicious person. This aecusation was enter- 
ed on the blotter by Sergt. John Keliaher to avoid 
the statement that Lackensteen was eccentric and 
that there were doubts as to hissanity. Lacken- 
steen is well known as a book peddler and mendi- 
cant in New-York, Chicago, St. Louis, and other 
cities. He is 28 years old, littie more than 5 feet 


high, has a short but luxuriant black beard, a very 
tawny ry ong and restless black eyes that re- 
semble jet beaus. Many will remember him by his 
stereotyped introduction: * Mister, I’m a Hindu, 
destitute in New-York,” &c. He admits that 
he begs, but he lays claim to the title of 
lecturer, he having occasionally delivered addresses 
on Mohammedanism and the habits and customs 
of the Hindus here. in Brooklyn, andin the West. 
He was born at Allahabad, near Caleutta, and, if 
his story is true, he was baptized as a Catholic un- 
der the auspices of Bishop Carew. He was edu- 
cated ina Jesuit} college, and his family are well 
known andrich. He came to America eight years 
azo withasmall amount of money, and a year 
later married a young American lady, who is dead. 
He receives occasionally small remittances from 
India. He became a book canvasser when kis fam- 
ily found that he was a cenfirmed drunkard aad 
ceased to send him money until his passion for 
drink was conquered. 

“QRecently Lackensteen has obtained a noto- 
riety that does not appear to be displeasing 
to him by his permitting it to leak out 
that he is a monomaniac, and that he 
hasamission. Heis vagueon the subject of his 
delusion and his theologieal ideas are jumbled, but 
he appears to be intent on preaching a Mohamme- 
dan Messiah and abolishing Christianity and Ma- 
sonry. He gave out last week that yesterday he 
would take possession of the Rev. W. M. Paxton’s 
puJpit in the First Presbyterian Church, No. 54 
Fifth-avenue, and preach. Dr. Paxton was in- 
formed of Lackensteen’s intention. and instructed 
the sexton of the church, C.J. Day, and Officer 
Francis Hughes, of the Fifteenth Precinct, to pre- 
vent him from disturbing the congregation. Lack- 
ensteen went to the church yesterday morning at 
the hourthat the service begins, was confronted 
by Day, who told him that Dr. Paxten did not 
want to see him, and when he persisted in 
his endeavor to enter the church Officer Hughes 
arrested him. At the Mercer-street station-house 
Day said he had no charge to make against the 
Hindu, but Sergt. Kellaher remembered the 
fate of Mrs. Hanley, and how her murderer, Du- 
bourque, was once let go by the Police, and he de- 
cided to run no risk with an alleged ‘'crank.”’ 
Ambulance Surgeon Edward Burns, of the New- 
York Hospital, examined Lackensteen, and said 
he was cunning and odd, but he could not con- 
scientiously say that he wasinsane. Afterward 
Police Surgeon Cook examined the Hindu, and 
told Sergt. Kellaher that he was eccentric 
enough to warrant detention until he could be ar- 
raigned before a magistrate. Lackensteen had a 
room atthe Allman House, in East Tenth-street, 
and hie mother-in-law was stopping there with his 
son, a pleasant little lad of 6. She knew of his in- 
tention to visit Dr. Paxton’s church. Lackensteen 
has threatened to preach at the Fifth-avenue ca- 
thedral. Inthe judgment of several persons who 
know him and who saw him yesterday, heisa 
weak-minded man, who wishes to become noto- 
rious in orderto make money. He is entirely des- 
titute, and persons who have befriended him in the 
past are not likely to do so now.

SKIRMISHING FUND TRUSTEES. 
eS 
REQUESTED TO GIVE UP THE MONEY AND 
NO QUESTIONS ASKED. 

The Investigation Committee submitted a 
report at the meeting of the Irish skirmishing 
fund subscribers, at No. 295 Third-avenue, yester- 
day afternoon. Aliuding to the allegation made 
by theskirmishers that the sum of $117 had been 
charged against the fund for a telegram sent to Sir 
Vernon Harcourt when the said telegram had cost 
only $14, the committee gave Trustee John Devoy 
the benefit of his personal statement that he paid 
forthe telegram out of his own pocket, without re- 
tracting its previous allegation, however. The com- 


mittee then made various charges, andasked Mr. 
Devey to deny them publicly if he could. It charged 
that Trustee Carroll got $860 from the fund with- 
out giving any consideration therefor; that ex- 
Trustee Luby reeeived $50 for doing nothing more 
than te write paragraphs; that Trustee Bourke got 
$50 for doing the same thing, and that Trustee De- 
voy received $1,000 for no consideration at all. 
The committee, atter calling attention to the fact 
that these charges “still remain to be explained,” 
offered to cease the investigation if the Trustees 
would hand over the money remaining in their 
hands to persens *‘ who will use it for the purposes 
for which it has been subscribed.”’ The language 
of the report, following this proposition, is: ‘* We 
will make no inquiries as to what wasdone with 
the missing portion of the fund but will eease right 
off. * * * Weask those Trustees to set this in- 
vestigation at rest. They are not asked for any- 
thing which belongs to themselves, nor are they ex- 
pected to make public a single transaction of their 
trusteeship.”” The committee, in conclusion, 
warned the Trustees that if they did not come for- 
ward and surrender the funds remaining in their 
possession the investigation should go on. 

A letter was received from “Lizzie Halpin’ in 
relation to the skirmishing fund. The writer said: 
‘The disappointment of seeing nothing done with 
that money in retaliation for the wholesale exter- 
minatien and murder going on in Ireland now and 
since the money was collected was the greatest 
disappointment of mv life. I only wish | wasa 
man, 80 that I could attend your meetings and 
take an active part in showing these men up in 
their true light.”” A postscript to this letter stated: 
“ This was ny name when 1 became a subscriber 
to the fund, but I have changed it since.’ Daniel 
O'Mahoney, who is employed on the United States 
steamer New-Hampsbire, said that he follewed the 
sea for a livelihood, but he ‘* would not cross But- 
termilk Channel in the old tin pot (meaning the 
ram) that Devoy and Breslin have spent $25,000 or 
$89,000 upon.”” Mr. O'Mahoney expressed himself 
in vigorous terms in condemuation of tke action of 
the Trustees. He was anxious to find out how 
much of the skirmishing fund was left. Chairman 
Cromien ana Secretary Dwyer charged that the 
Trustees had used money given them for skirmish- 
ing purposes to thwart the efforts of the skirmish- 
ersin Ireland. Beth men said that if Mr. Devoy 
or anybody else contradicted this charge they could 
and would prove its truthfulness.

RESULTS OF THE AGITATION IN REGARD TO

Commander John H. Walker and the mem- 
bers of Rankin Post, No. 10, are well pleased at the 
recognition they have received at the hands of 
Secretary Folger as to the claims of widows and 
orphans of veterans.

W. Hamilton, widow of Dr. J. W. Hamilton, the 
former Surgeon of the post, made application fora 
position in the Treasury Department. ‘The months 
passed and nothing was heard from the application, 
when the attention of Commander Walker being 
called to the matter, he called personally upon 
Secretary Folger, in this City, and requested an 
early consideration of the case of the soldier's 
widow, which the Secretary promised to give.

THE FRUIT NOW IN MARKET. 
> , 
PEARS AND APPLES—GRAPES IN GREAT 
ABUNDANCE, 

The market is still well stocked with fruits, 
although not in quantities large enough to depress 
prices tothe very low point reached two years 
ago. But all fruitsexcepting peaches are now sell- 
ing for less than during the corresponding month 
last year. There werea few peaches grown this 
season in the central lake region of this State, 
and some are now being shipped here. But they 
are smalland not very appetizing. The stook of 
pears in the market is not so great as on last Mon- 
day, and it is most probable that before the close 
of the week Duchoss pears will become quite 
scarce, This variety of pears has been 
better this season than usual—at least those 
which were grown in Western New-York. 


There was quite an effort made by fruit- 
dealers of this City to secure a good supply of 
these pears,,and all, or nearly all, of the really 
choice Duchess pears were bought up in the country 
for the New-York markets, and when all that had 
been secured arrived here it was found that each 
speculator bad underestimated the quantity which 
his rivals in business could secure, and the supply 
was much larger than anticipated, and, instead of 
selling for $9 and $10 per barrel, not more than 
$7 or $8 could be obtained for them at whole- 
sale. There bas been an abundance of Duch- 
ess pears only, but, of course, that abundance 
influenced the prices of all other varieties. The 
Bartlett pears have sold for from $8 to $4 per bar- 
rel more than the Duchess, but there is now a very 
limited quantity of Bartlett pears unconsumed. 
The quantity of apples to come into the market 
during the next few weeks will be sufficiently 
great to prevent any serious advance in prices. 
River apples will se!l in open-head barrels at from 
$1 50 to $2 50 per barrel. But any choice apples at 
all suitable for shipment abroad will readily 
sell for from $3 to $4 er barrel. The 
Newtown Pippin apple, which for years has 
been considered by housekeepers as the onlv 
apple suitable for making jelly, is scarcer 
than before in years. Those which are to be found 
in the market are mostly very knotty, and almost 
worthless for ef purpose. Fine Newtown Pippin 
apples are worth from $4 to $5 per barrel. The 
handsemest apple to be found perhaps is the King, 
or to give it all its name, “ The King of Tompkins 
Couaty,”’ and it is fast taking the place of the New- 
town Pippin both here and in Europe. It is Jarger 
than the Newtown Pippin, and red in color. There 
will bea fair supply of these apples to be found in 
the markets for the next three weeks, and perhaps 
a few of them until the holidays. 
The fruit which most abounds in the market is 
the grape. There is not a receiver or dealer in 
fruits Im the wholesale market that has not more 
or less of this fruit, and they are shipped in the 
markets in great quantities by the river steam- 
boats and by railroad, and it is fair to presume 
that frequently as many as a hundred tons of them 
arrive here in a single day. Growers of this fruit 
find it one of the most profitable products of the 
farm, and it is asserted by many that an abso- 
lute profit of %% cent per pound makes the 
grape crop more remunerative to the farmer 
than any other crop he can produce. The 
lands upon whieh grapes usually are grown are 
rocky hillsides, not available for any other use, 
and 3,000 pounds of Concord grapes from an acre 
is an unusually small crop, while 5,000 pounds may 
be confidently expected. There is nothing more 
certain in agriculture than that grape-vines will 
— a good crop of fruit, and some of the very 
vest vineyards on the banks of the Hudson are 
those that have been there the longest, and when a 
vineyard has been well started it {s confidently ex- 
pected to last during the Iifetime of its 
cultivator. In fact no vineyard alorg the 
Hudson which has been properly treated shows 
any decay from age. There will be little if 
any change in the price of grapes this week. 
Quinces are stijl abundant and will be all this 
week, and the prices at whieh they will be sold 
will vary very little from those of last week. 
There are so many grades of quinces it is almost 
impossible to give any quotation of much use to 
the public. They will be sold for from $3 a barrel 
to $7. This fruit is retailed very generally by the 
count, and the size of the fruit, of course, regulates 
the price. Those that will be sold for $3 per bar- 
rel will take upward of 400 to fill a barrel, and those 
that will be sold at $7 will not take more than 150 
to make a barrel. Housekeepers will find that the 
quality of quinces to be found in the market will 
depreciate as the days pass, and not very many 
really good ones will be found for sale after this 
week.

Thompson, Bishop Doane, the sonjof the deceased 
Bishop Doane, preached a sermonin whieh he said 
that great lives were not made so lasting by their 
biographies as by their works. The Bishops con- 
secrated In St. Paul’s were among the prominent 
Church officials of America, In speaking of Church 
progress, the preacher said the Sunday-school was 
a well-meant but incompetent institution to-day 
because it was not made to serve the purpose for 
which it was intended. It was for the poor and 
ungodly who needed to be taught. Where it 
wrought good its work was well done, but 
those who should feel its influences most were 
not breught into it enough. 
the Bishop said, would not be 
until it devoted itself to teaching, training, 
and indoctrinating its youth. The great need was 
parochial schools to teach all that was taught in 
the profane schools, Bishop Doane thanked God 
that there was scarcely a diocese without a high 
school for boys, and he named over the Episcopal 
schools in the State. He referced to the feud of 
1837, and said to fire the gray ashes of penitential 
memories even in a spirit of love was mistaken zeal 
and a violated charity.

CHRISTIAN WORK IN AFRICA. 


AN ADDRESS BY DR. BLYDEN, THE PRESI- 
DENT OF LIBERIA COLLEGE. 

Dr. Edward W. Blyden, President of Liberia 
College, who has been visiting in this countrr for 
several weeks in the interests of the college, de- 
livered an address yesterday afternoon in Bethel 
African Methodist Episcopal Church, in Sullivan, 
near Bleecker, street, on ‘* Methods and Instru- 
ments of Africa’s Evangelization.” After givinga 
history of the descendants of Ham and their work 
in Africa, he said that the instrument 
for African evangelization must be the African 

imself. All attempts of Europeans or other races 


had been failures. This had been so in the past as 
well as in our day. The Greek and Latin Churches 
in the north of Africa had survived for only a time 
and then had gone down. The Catholic move- 
ment, carried on by the Portuguese among the na- 
tives at the mouth of the Congo, for a time was 
most progressive and pointed to the immediate 
evangelization of the whole country, but now 
there was no trace of any such movement. 
On the other hand, he said the most success- 
ful church of the past was the Abyssinian, 
which was founded by a native, and whose 
influence was felt at the present day, so that 
the King now says he does not need other religions, 
as his country hasa Church of its own. The suc- 
cess of the Mabhammedansin their missionary work 
was owing to their sending forth native teachers 
of the Koran, At the university in Cairo, he said, 
where there is an attendance of 10,000 scholars, 
black men from all parts of Africa were to be 
found preparing for work among their own na- 
tions. As to the method of evangelization, all 
that was necessary was the simple preaching of 
Christ’s Word; this, and nothing more. The in- 
habitants of the interior were of simple, confiding, 
and peaceful natures, and were willing and eager 
to be taught. 

Prof. Langston, the United States Minister to 
Hayti, spoke a few words, saying that he believed 
the colored people were to be compensated for 
their years of slavery, and predicted the establish- 
ment of a grand government in Afriea to be pre- 
sided over by the colored race.
